Selections from theT.W. Brown Collection 

Born in Northeast Arkansas, Mr. Brown got the collecting bug at an early age from his father. Over the years, T.W. (as he 
is known to his friends) has assembled world-class holdings of rare coins, vintage wines, historical Americana documents, 
and fine firearms. Yet his favorite coins remain a 1909-S VDB Lincoln cent and a 1921 Peace dollar given to him by his 
father. 

A successful career in business allowed Mr. Brown the opportunity to acquire the right coins when presented to him. 
While he is selling some of his collection, he assures us that he is far from done with the hobby. A loving family man, T.W. 
says his greatest pleasures in life are spending time with his wife, three daughters and son, traveling the world - especially 
France. In addition, he also enjoys playing tennis, golf, and raising Champion bird dogs on his ranch. 

1856-0 $20 from the Bullock Collection 

The James Bullock Collection contained eight coins in 1923. They were held intact by the consignor's grandmother 
through the Great Depression, and ultimately split between family members. Four are believed to have been destroyed in 
a house fire a decade ago - if any of those coins were on the level of this exceptional piece, the loss to the numismatic 
community is incalculable (albeit unknown). 

This 1856-0 $20, one of the great rarities of New Orleans gold, was newly (re)discovered earlier this year in Ohio, and 
was a front-page story in the Coin World issue of July 26, 2010. Remarkably, after having spent a century in safe deposit 
boxes, it was revealed to the numismatic community only because a bank decided to begin charging fees for its deposit 
boxes, forcing the owners to reevaluate what was being kept there. Yes, Virginia, there really are great treasures still to be 
discovered! 


The Dr. Mani and Kay Ehteshami Collection 

Over the last decade, the Ehteshamis have assembled an important group of 14 coins that will attract the attention of every 
serious collector of coins of the highest quality, either for Registry or aesthetic considerations: 1859 gold dollar, MS65 
PCGS (only 11 certified finer, 8/10); 1886 gold dollar, PR65 Cameo PCGS (only four finer); 1907 Liberty Head quarter 
eagle, MS68 PCGS (the finest certified); 1893 five dollar, MS66 PCGS (only one finer); 1891-CC ten dollar, MS65 NGC 
(the finest certified); 1914-Dten dollar, MS65 NGC (only 18 finer); 1887-S twenty dollar, MS64 PCGS (only one finer); and 
1908 No Motto twenty dollar, MS66 PCGS. What an extraordinary grouping of gold. 

Their non-gold holdings are equally impressive: 1858 Large Letters Flying Eagle cent, High Feaves, Closed E in ONE, 

MS65 PCGS; 1870 ten cent, PR67 PCGS (the finest certified); 1859 quarter, PR65 PCGS (only six finer); 1856-0 half 
dollar, MS65 PCGS (just two finer); 1892 silver dollar, PR65 Cameo NGC; and an 1863 ten cent pattern, Judd-325, PR65 
PCGS. The Ehteshamis purchased these coins as an investment, seeking the finest quality and eye-appealing surfaces. The 
result, this very small "package," speaks volumes for itself. 



The Helen Gates Kirk Collection 

The collection assembled by the late Helen Gates Kirk was really a labor of loves, assembled 
over many decades. She began collecting with her first husband, and after his untimely demise, 
she educated her second husband in the joys of numismatic collecting. They were assisted in 
their collecting endeavors for many years by our Win Callender. The end result is some 300 coins 
of exceptional beauty and rarity, valued in the high six figures. Treats are included for type and 
specialty collectors.

Struck from poorly aligned dies, the 
obverse is about 20% off-center at 6 o’clock, while the reverse is 
normally centered. Lustrous obverse and reverse surfaces are toned 
deep silver-gray, with traces of bluish patina. A minor planchet 
void is evident at 3 o’clock, relative to the obverse. This piece is 
finer than either Hain Collection coin, and finer than the second 
Ford Collection example. Listed on page 36 of the 2011 Guide Book.

The Libertas Americana 
is the quintessentially American medal. It was voted No. 1 on the 
list of 100 Greatest American Medals and Tokens, the reference by 
Katherine Jaeger and Q. David Bowers. Its design encapsulates 
the deep bonds forged between France and America during the 
Revolutionary War (1775-1783) at a time when Benjamin Franklin, 
who conceived of the medal and suggested its mottoes, was in 
Paris. Franklin described the idea for the medal in March 1782, 
and during the same year Franklin successfully negotiated the 
Preliminary Articles of Peace with the British. Those in turn paved 
the way for the Treaty of Paris and Treaty of Versailles, which 
formally ended the war in 1783. 

This silver Libertas Americana has encountered imperfect 
custodianship in its past. Amber-tinted silver-gray fields with small 
areas of charcoal toning are bright and show light hairlines. High 
points such as Liberty’s hair and the lion’s shoulder have small flat 
areas, and the fields and rims show an assortment of light abrasions. 
Whatever its past troubles may have been, this Libertas Americana 
nonetheless retains its essential majesty.

Rick Snow considers this variety to be the original 1856 issue, 
writing in his attribution guide to the series: “By correlating the 
surviving population of this issue with the historical record, it 
is nearly certain that this issue makes up most or all of the 634 
specimens originally distributed to Congress to help promote 
passage of the pending coinage bill.” 

Most high grade examples of the 1856 Flying Eagle cent 
are from Snow-9 dies. Specialists such as Rick Snow believe 
the Snow-9 pieces are restrike proofs, made unofficially (and 
perhaps surreptitiously) by the Mint between late 1857 and 
1860 to meet the growing collector demand for the already 
famous issue. 

In contrast, the Snow-3 pieces went into the hands of non¬ 
numismatists, who in many cases mishandled or spent them, 
unaware of their importance. PCGS has certified examples 
in grades as low as AG3. The Snow-3 cents were coined as 
business strikes, to demonstrate how the design would appear in 
commerce. Unlike the present lot, they often are encountered 
with indifferent strikes. Snow writes, “Nearly all examples show 
... weak breast feathers on the obverse and rounded edges on 
the reverse devices, usually on the cotton leaves.” 

Originally minted as a pattern, the issue has been adopted 
into the regular Flying Eagle-Indian cent series, and is 
ardently collected by first-year type collectors as well. The 
present coin is a spectacular example, with brightly reflective 
peach-red fields, highlighted by shades of lavender. The 
borders display blushes of honey-gold. The striking details 
are sharp on all design elements, including the edge of the 
tail, the eagle’s beak, and the veins in the cotton leaves, all 
of which are often lightly impressed on business strikes of 
this coveted issue.

The present near-Gem specimen displays the faint straight top 
bar and diagonal of the underlying 3 at the top and upper right 
outside of the 4- On the reverse, a prominent die crack connects 
the bison’s forehead to the rim, and a faint crack runs along the 
upper edge of the exergue displaying FIVE CENTS.

This specimen exhibits lustrous surfaces bathed in pastel powder- 
blue, gold, and lavender patina. The well-struck design features 
include a bold date and mintmark, a strong LIBERTY, and a sharp 
horn and tail.

Medium sea-green and rose- 
gold toning graces this precisely struck and lustrous Seated type 
coin. Struck from clashed dies. Surprisingly scarce as a Gem.

‘Hyphenated Date’ First-Year 
1796 Dime, JR-6, Choice XF 



3597 1796 XF45 PCGS. JR-6, R.3. The first-year dimes and quarters of 
1796 were of the Draped Bust obverse style, following the previous 
Flowing Hair style introduced on the 1794 and 1795-dated silver 
dollars, half dollars, and half dimes. The Small Eagle reverse on 
the dimes is limited to the two-year type span of 1796 and 1797. 
Among the six die marriages known for the 1796 dimes, the JR-6 
is the second most common, with the JR-1 seen slightly more 
often. The JR-6 shows all letters in LIBERTY separated, but the 
bold die crack running horizontally through the 7 in the date is 
the most obvious diagnostic—this variety is sometimes called the 
“Hyphenated Date.” On the reverse, the left branch has four berries, 
two on the outside. 

Subtly luminous elements remain at the margins of this Choice 
XF coin. The obverse is richly toned gray and reddish-gold, while 
the reverse has lighter silver color overall, with areas of caramel 
and violet at the borders. Wear is confined mostly to the high 
points. This late-state example shows a further die crack from 
the rim, through 9 in the date, onto the neck and head, to star 8 
and the rim. The piece is well-struck overall, with faint obverse 
adjustment marks and housed in a green label holder. (#4461)

3598 1797 16 Stars VF30 PCGS. JR-1, R.4. Of the 25,261 dimes 
reportedly struck in 1797, 10,244 were apparently dated 1796, 
leaving a net total of 15,017 coins actually dated 1797. Two die 
varieties are known for the date, with the present coin representing 
the JR-1 variety, with 16 stars on the obverse. This piece retains 
much of its original detail and the surfaces are darkly toned in 
attractive shades of gold and steel-blue.

The date is bold on this early dime, 
struck during the first term of Thomas Jefferson. Richly toned in 
ocean-blue, apricot, and lilac hues. Most of the reverse peripheral 
legends are crisp, although LIBERTY and the obverse stars are 
generally faint.(#4472) 

3601 1802—Damaged—NGC Details. Fine. JR-2, R.5. A thoroughly 
whizzed cream-gray and russet Heraldic Eagle dime. Portions of 
the reverse design have been re-engraved, most evident on the 
lower feathers of the left (facing) wing. Nonetheless a collectible 
example of an elusive early type.

3602 1803—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. JR-3, R.4. 

Perhaps as many as 150 1803 JR-3 dimes survive today, and that 
die marriage is easily the most plentiful of the date. Five known die 
varieties of 1803 span the higher rarity ratings with one variety at 
each rarity level from R.4 to R.8. While this piece has been cleaned 
and retoned, it has an attractive appearance despite surface marks 
on each side. Both sides are dark gray with lighter silver on the high 
points.

3606 1807 AU55 PCGS. CAC. JR-1, R.2. Only one die variety is 
known of the 1807 dimes, with an exorbitant mintage of 165,000 
coins, a large total for a single die pair. Like most, both sides show 
heavy clash marks and die bulges, causing weakness at the left side 
of the obverse. This lustrous Choice AU coin has rich golden- 
brown and ivory toning with excellent eye appeal. (#4480)

and dove-gray toning embraces this sharply struck representative.

3608 1825 MS65 NGC. JR-1, R.4. Star 8 is very close to top of denticle 
and the A in STATES is doubled to the left. The reported mintage 
for 1825 was 510,000 dimes, although most students of the series 
believe that the first 100,000 pieces were dated 1824- Five varieties 
are known, including three common marriages and two scarce 
marriages, produced from the combination of four obverse dies and 
three reverse dies. This lovely Gem has gold, gray, and lilac surfaces 
with frosty underlying luster. The eagle’s head and neck are a trifle 
weak but all other design elements are bold. Census: 7 in 65 for the

3609 1828 Small Date MS62 PCGS. JR-1, R.2. The more common of 
two 1828 dime die pairs, one with Small Date and the other Large 
Date.

3610 1829 Curl Base 2 Genuine PCGS. JR-10, R.6. The PCGS 
number ending in .98 suggests Damage as the reason, or perhaps one 
of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our 
opinion, this coin has the details of a Good specimen that has been 
damaged. A dig is prominent atop Liberty’s cap, and the portrait 
displays faint hairlines. Most of LIBERTY shows, and all letters in 
E PLURIBUS UNUM are at least partially present.

3611 1834 Small 4 MS64 PCGS. JR-7, R.2. An attractive near-Gem 
example of the sole Small 4 die pair, softly struck on the high 
points but with luster over the devices and no trace of wear.

This strongly lustrous example has silver centers 
and bold gold, blue, and violet toning at the margins. The patina

3613 1834 PR65 NGC. JR-5, R.8 as a proof. In Early United States 
Dimes 1796-1837, the authors state that proof examples are known 
for 1834 JR-1, JR-6, and JR-7. We believe that they meant JR-5, 
rather than JR-6. We have only been able to trace eight proof 1834 
dimes, including four of JR-1, two of JR-5, and two of JR-7. 

The mirrored surfaces of this Gem proof are hidden beneath 
extremely deep steel patina, with hints of iridescent toning. A slight 
raised area is evident in the field at the mouth, chin, and neck, 
although it is very minor and insufficient to discount the proof 
status of this piece. This lovely proof has the longest continuous 
provenance of any 1834 proof dime, dating back to the mid-1940s.

All 1838 Small Stars obverse Seated dimes were minted 
from a doubled reverse die, further enhancing the intrigue of 
this die marriage. Early and late die states are also identified. 
The early die states always have an obverse die crack through 
stars 1 to 6, as seen here.

In his series reference on Seated 
Liberty dimes, Brian Greer remarks: 

“The unquestioned key to the series [excluding the 
uncollectible 1873-CC No Arrows]. Rare in any grade, 
and probably a full R6 in problem-free condition. Very 
few mint state pieces exist. Under intense demand and 
currently bringing well in excess of Trends prices, when 
available.” 

The rarity of the 1874-CC Arrows dime is illustrated by 
the fact that Louis Eliasberg settled for a VG-8 example in his 
magnificent collection. Currently, PCGS has certified only this 
specimen in AU50, with four examples finer, while NGC has 
graded three coins in AU50, with two finer (8/10). 

The arrows at the date were added in 1873, to denote a 
weight increase mandated by the Mint Act of February 12, 
1873.

The issue is seldom encountered 
in any grade today, and examples in Premium Gem condition, 
with the Cameo designation, are very rare. Current population 
data reflects this rarity, as NGC has certified seven coins in PR66 
Cameo, with three finer, while PCGS has graded only two pieces in 
this exalted grade, with none finer (7/10). 

The present coin displays flashy surfaces that are completely 
untoned and heavily brilliant. The deeply frosted devices offer an 
extreme contrast against the “blackness” of the blindingly mirrored 
fields. The only minor distraction is a small planchet flaw, as made,

Popular 1878 Twenty Cent Piece, PR65 



3900 1878 PR65 PCGS. The 1878 twenty-cent pieces, known only in 
proof format, are important rarities in the series, from a mintage 
of just 600 coins. Most of those coins still survive today, with a 
total combined PCGS and NGC population of 715 coins, nearly 
20% greater than the original mintage. Of those coins, 115 are 
certified in PR65 and higher grades, suggesting that only 15% of all 
surviving pieces are Gem proof or finer examples. 

This splendid representative is one of those 15%, with 
intermingled blue, heather, and pale gold toning over fully mirrored 
fields.

3902 1796 Fine 12 PCGS. B-l, R.4. The Draped Bust, Small Eagle 
quarter is a numismatic landmark, representing the first production 
of this important denomination. The date also scores points with 
type collectors as the only Draped Bust quarter with the Small 
Eagle reverse. For quarter enthusiasts, the issue carries the cachet of 
a low-mintage (6,146 pieces) date that has always been considered 
one of the keys to the series. 

The present coin displays attractive steel-blue and golden 
patina over pleasing surfaces. The low 6 in the date identifies this 
specimen as an example of the scarce B-l variety, much sought- 
after by students of early die marriages. Moderate even wear is 
distributed over all surfaces. Altogether, the coin offered here is 
a desirable example of a classic issue that will please collectors of 
many disciplines.

3903 1796—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Fine. B-l, R.4. The 

year 1796 saw the first issue of Draped Bust, Small Eagle quarters, 
with a tiny mintage of 6,146 pieces. The denomination was not 
produced again until 1804, by which time the reverse design had 
been changed to the Heraldic Eagle motif, creating a popular 
one-year type. Two die varieties are known for the date, with this 
example representing the scarcer B-l variety characterized by the 
low 6 in the date. 

The present coin retains all major design detail, and some of 
the fine detail in the curls and eagle’s wings are still evident. The 
surfaces have a dull gray patina, probably the result of cleaning, 
with some areas of silver and ice-blue. Even with the noted faults, 
this coin is a desirable example of one of the most important issues 
in American coinage.

3904 1815—’E’ Stamp, Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. B-l, 

R.l. Just one variety for the date. Re toned gold-gray and lavender- 
gray from a past cleaning, but the real story of this quarter is the “E” 
counterstamp above Liberty’s head. The counterstamps remained 
enigmatic for many years, but the prevailing theory is that they 
originated from a vote of the Harmony Society, taken at Economy, 
Pennsylvania, around 1832.(#5321) 

3905 1818 AU58 PCGS. CAC. B-8, R.3. Deep golden-brown and 
gunmetal-gray blends throughout this well impressed near-Mint 
Capped Bust quarter. Luster emerges at the borders beneath the 
blanket of patina. Two intersecting thin marks on the cheek are 
made unobtrusive by the toning.(#5322) 

3906 1824/2 Genuine PCGS. B-l, R.3. The PCGS number ending in 
.95 suggests Scratched as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, 
that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this 
coin has the details of an XF specimen that has been scratched. 
Two faint but lengthy obverse pinscratches intersect on Liberty’s 
neck, and a dig is noted beneath the left scroll end. Subsequent 
rich gunmetal, olive, and tan toning has made the impairments less

3907 1824/2 Good 6 NGC. B-l, R.3. Sharp for the assigned grade, 
since LIBERTY is bold and about half of E PLURIBUS UNUM is 
present.

A loupe reveals a few minor field marks 
and a faint vertical line on the cheek. (#5335) 

3909 1834 O Over F in OF AU58 PCGS. B-l, FS-901, R.l. The 

entire legend is recut, most noticeable at OF, with an O between 
the O and F. This early die state has a perfect obverse and the first 
A in AMERICA partially filled. It is a near-Mint example with 
bright silver surfaces and reflective fields.(#5353)

3910 1834 MS64 NGC. B-l, R.l. The legend is doubled on the reverse 
of this variety, with a stray F trapped between the O and F in OF. 
The reverse is most easily recognized by the lack of a period after 
the denomination. This Choice Mint State specimen is boldly 
defined with brilliant satin luster, reflective fields, and bright silver 
surfaces that are essentially untoned. Census: 38 in 64, 15 finer

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1834 Capped Bust Quarter, B-4, MS65 + 
Only Seven Coins Certified Finer 



3911 1834 MS65+ NGC. B-4, R.l. CAC. A substantial mintage of 
286,000 Capped Bust quarters was achieved in 1834, with five 
die varieties known for the date. The position of star 7 pointing 
to the upper curl on the obverse, and the C in the denomination 
centered under the stem on the reverse identifies this specimen as 
an example of the B-4 variety. The B-4 is the second most available 
variety, and is often sought by type collectors. 

The present coin features a sharp strike, with fine detail present 
on most design elements. Stars 1 and 3 are a little flat, but all other 
devices are boldly defined. Light gold and lilac patina highlights 
the lustrous surfaces. The high-end status of this coin is confirmed 
by the plus designation. Currently, only seven coins have been 
certified in higher numeric grades by NGC and PCGS combined

3913 1821 PR64 NGC. B-3, R.7 as a proof. Star 7 points to the 
center of Liberty’s headband at its front, while another point 
of star 7 aims at the lower half of a dentil. Star 13 points to the 
center of a dentil. Clash marks show below Liberty’s ear from 
the shield stripes on the reverse, and in the right obverse field. 
On the reverse there are rust pits in the area between the leaf 
and the 2. The 5 in the denomination is large in comparison to 
the 2. 

The Breen Proof Encyclopedia notes that proofs are known of 
both the B-3 and B-4 die marriages. Concerning the B-3, Breen 
comments, “Obv. as last [B-4], but struck afterwards as later 
business strikes come with this die cracked. Rev. small rust pits 
between olive leaf and 2. Large 5.” Breen goes on to cite the 
Bullowa and Eliasberg specimens, ending with “others probably 
exist.” 

Interestingly, the Eliasberg catalog describes the B-3 
specimen therein as “MS-63, Prooflike,” rather than the true 
proof Breen believed it to be. The Eliasberg catalogers sound 
somewhat unsure, however, noting that it had previously 
been “designated as a Proof’ and adding, “However, we do 
not agree with this characterization. Notwithstanding our 
opinion, bidders are welcome to make their own determination 
and, if warranted, to bid on this as a Proof. Note: Both dies are 
uncracked with light clash marks visible at the ear.” 

While we do not believe this coin to be the Eliasberg 
specimen (no color plate is shown), it shares the clash marks, 
uncracked dies, and rust pits that all marked genuine proofs 
to Walter Breen. But the final determination is, as always, up 
to the bidders. This piece offers splendid, untoned silver-white 
centers that blend into pink and then steel-blue hues at the 
rims on each side. A few tiny marks are in keeping with the 
PR64 grade. The strike is quite sharp, apparently better struck

Only Three Examples Believed Known 




3914 1838 PR64 NGC. B-l, the only known dies, R.8 as a proof. 
Only three proofs of the 1838 Capped Bust quarter are thought 
to be extant today. One resided in the Norweb Collection and 
another in the Pittman Collection. We have had the occasion 
to handle both specimens in the past, and are now pleased to 
offer the third known example.

The near-Gem offering in this lot displays just a hint of 
light golden-tan peripheral color, slightly more noticeable on 
the obverse. A well executed strike leaves sharp definition on 
the design elements, save for minor softness in the hair curl 
over Liberty’s eye and the centrils of the stars in the upper left 
quadrant. A few tiny planchet flakes in the fields visible only 
under magnification are not worthy of individual mention, nor 
are a couple of trivial handling marks that just barely preclude 
Gem classification. With only three examples known, it may be 
some time before one has another opportunity to acquire this

3915 1838 No Drapery MS64 NGC. This near-Gem first-year coin was 
well-made at the outset and has been well-preserved ever since. Its 
aesthetic appeal includes a relative lack of abrasions, silver-white, 
untoned surfaces, and a sharp strike, noticeable on Liberty’s head 
and cap, the obverse stars, and the central details on the reverse 
in particular. Its status as a first-year type furthers its attractiveness.

A noticeable 
scratch resides on the left obverse field. Housed in a green label 
holder.

1852-0 Seated Liberty Quarter, VF25 
Very Scarce in Any Grade 


3918 1852-0 VF25 PCGS. CAC. Only 96,000 Seated Liberty quarters 
were struck at the New Orleans Mint in 1852, and Larry Briggs 
considers the issue at least very scarce in all grades. The present 
coin shows moderate, even wear over all surfaces, but much original 
detail remains on the devices and LIBERTY is fully readable. 
Population: 5 in 25, 24 finer (8/10). (#5420) 

3919 1853 Arrows and Rays MS62 PCGS. Rich golden-brown and 
dove-gray toning blankets this satiny and fully struck silver type 
coin. The curious Rays reverse was only coined in 1853. Housed in 
an old green label holder. (#5426) 

3920 1853 Arrows and Rays MS62 NGC. Delicate peach accents 
visit brightly lustrous silver surfaces. A lovely example of this one- 
off type that has become immensely popular with 19th century 
collectors. (#5426) 

3921 1853-0 Arrows and Rays AU50 PCGS. The 1853-0 Arrows 
and Rays Seated Liberty quarter is very scarce in AU grades. The 
present coin is well detailed, with only light wear on the central 
devices, and mingled gray and blue toning. Population: 18 in 50, 28 
finer (7/10).(#5428) 


3922 1854 Arrows MS63 PCGS. Light pink-gray and peach toning 
covers much of each side, though the reverse adds dots and dashes 
of darker charcoal-gray. A luminous and well-defined Select Arrows 
quarter. (#5432) 

3923 1854-0 Huge O Good 4 PCGS. FS-501. The crude and 
distinctive mintmark on the reverse was obviously hand cut in the 
die. This example has heavy wear, but retains nearly full borders 
on both sides. The surfaces are natural light to medium gray.

3924 1854-0 Huge O—G.W. Capron Counterstamp—VG10 NGC. 
R-MV-42R. The famous Huge O quarter has a crude oversized 
mintmark. Specialists speculate that a reverse die was inadvertently 
shipped to New Orleans sans mintmark, and a worker at the 
Southern facility hand-engraved the O onto the exergue of the 
reverse die. This circulated example bears a deeply impressed G.W. 
CAPRON counterstamp on the Seated Liberty, placed vertically 
between the head and the rock. Russell Rulau has researched 
this counterstamp maker, whose moniker appears on numerous 
antebellum O-mint silver coins. 


Superb Gem 1857 Seated Liberty Quarter 
Only One Coin Certified Finer at PCGS 


3925 1857 MS67 NGC. Ex: Joseph Thomas Collection. It is impossible 
to convey the gorgeous eye appeal of this piece in mere words. Were 
it not for some slight weakness of definition, this coin would easily 
make the MS68 grade, based just on its appearance alone. It only 
takes a second for the viewer to reach the same conclusion that we 
have—this is a stunning coin that will surely excite even the most 
jaded collector. Both sides are completely brilliant, and it appears 
this coin was recently ejected from the coining dies. Bold, swirling, 
cartwheel luster emanates from each side, even in low light. Close 
examination of the fields reveals slight clashing and numerous 
striations resulting from an impression from freshly maintained 
dies. Simply put, this coin is a real beauty. Census: 20 in 67, 1 finer

3926 1860-S Good 6 PCGS. From a mintage of 56,000 pieces, the 
1860-S Seated Liberty quarter is a scarce coin in any grade.

The present 
coin is sharply detailed for an XF45, but the surfaces exhibit a 
scattering of minor abrasions on both sides, consistent with the 
grade. Attractive green and violet toning covers the surfaces, which 
show traces of prooflike reflectivity in sheltered areas. Population:

3934 1872 MS63 ANACS. Unlike such type issues as the 1876, the 
1872 is low mintage and was little-saved in Uncirculated grades.

This Gem is currently the sole finest certified at NGC, 
with none finer. PCGS has also graded one MS65, with none finer

This 
coin offers plenty of early American charm, although it is well- 
worn, with old pinscratches in the fields and a handful of rim 
bumps. The central figures show little detail but have complete 
outlines. 

The right side stars 
are worn smooth, but the legends on this deep lavender-brown 
example are legible.

4070 1795 2 Leaves MS61 NGC. 0-116, R.4. The 1795 Flowing 
Hair half dollars are coveted 18th century type coins along 
with their 1794-dated counterparts, but the latter grade-for- 
grade are much more elusive and costly. The 1794- and 1795- 
dated Flowing Hair dollars, half dollars, and half dimes were 
America’s first silver coinage types, and today they are widely 
revered and widely collected. Silver dimes and quarters would 
appear only in 1796, by which time the Draped Bust motif had 
superseded the Flowing Hair design, both by Robert Scot. 

The obverse of this die marriage is shared with the 0-115 
pairing. Star 1 extends completely through the lowest hair 
curl, which is tightly wound. An inner point of star 2 touches 
the second curl. A die break extends from the rim below star 1 
upward through stars 2 and 3. The differentiation on the 0-116 
obverse is the dramatic die clashing from UNITED from the 
reverse, incuse and reading backward under star 7 and LIBE. 
Another difference is the added die crack from the milling to 
star 7. 

The Overton Reverse M is unique to the 0-116 marriage. 
Further die clashing, as indicated by the incused milling above 
UNITED, is a key characteristic, along with the seven left, nine 
right berry arrangement. 

This Mint State specimen is remarkably well preserved for 
an 18th century coin. Both sides are fully lustrous, bringing to 
life the rich peach and gold toning that covers most of each 
side. The borders are more blue-toned, with the milling soft in 
many places and a rim nick just above 9 o’clock on the reverse. 
While close inspection turns up imperfections such as the 
grade-defining slide marks on Liberty’s face, the arm’s-length 
visual appeal is far beyond the norm for an MS61 coin. (#6052) 
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Attractive 1796 16 Stars Half Dollar, VF25 
O'102, High R.5 



4071 1796 16 Stars VF25 PCGS. 0-102, High R.5. The 

appearance of a Draped Bust Small Eagle half dollar at auction 
always grabs the attention of date/variety and advanced type 
collectors. The early half dollar specialist needs a 1796 as well 
as a 1797 piece for a date collection, and the variety collector 
requires all four 1796-1797 die marriages. The type collector 
needs only one of the 1796-1797 dates, but even a single 
example of this rarity commands a hefty price regardless of its 
grade or surface condition. Indeed, the Draped Bust Small Eagle 
half is the costliest of all U.S. type coins in virtually all levels of 
preservation. It is, therefore, a major obstacle to the completion 
of a U.S. type collection. 

The present VF25 16 Stars offering will satisfy any of the 
foregoing collecting persuasions. Its original, problem-free 
surfaces display soft reddish-gray patina with delicate grayish- 
brown accents. The lighter-toned design motifs stand out against 
the slightly deeper hues in the fields and interstices, somewhat 
more so on the obverse. Liberty exhibits strong definition, 
especially in the hair, facial features, and drapery. The eagle’s 
wings and tail are also well delineated, while its torso and legs 
show the typical strike softness. A strike-through on Liberty’s 
jaw readily identifies the coin, as do a series of marks (also 
planchet flaws) on the lower right (facing) wing. The coin is 
from an early die state as it lacks the heavy crack from the rim 
between the date and star 1 that then travels through the first 
four stars before returning to the milling. The only trace of the 
break on the current specimen is a very light crack that joins 
stars 1 through 3. 

In summary, this is a highly attractive specimen of one of the 
most desirable early half dollars and perhaps the most coveted of 
U.S. type coins. Its technical quality and originality are sure to 
please the advanced collector. Simply put, 18th century coins 
that have experienced moderate circulation do not ordinarily 
come this nice!

CSA Scott Restrike Half Dollar, MS62 



4136 1861 Scott Restrike MS62 PCGS. The story of New York 
coin and stamp dealer John W. Scott and his “restriking” of the 
Confederate States of America half dollars, circa 1879, is a thrice- 
told tale. Self-promotion and profit, as usual, appeared to be his 
motive, as he also produced 500 white metal tokens advertising, or 
at least mentioning—his family/company name. 

Although these coins have long been known as restrikes, these 
coins were in fact restruck on one side only with the Confederate 
States of America reverse. That reverse was also combined to make 
the white metal “Scott tokens” that refer to the CSA production 
of ‘4 ORIGINALS STRUCK BY ORDER OF C.S.A.” In the case 
of the Scott “restrike” half dollars, the restamping of the reverse 
resulted in a flattening of the original (obverse) sides, explaining 
the weak detail always present.

500 tokens, which he sold in October 1879 for 50 cents each. 
These tokens were struck in a white metal that Breen (1988) 
asserts is probably tin.

This was a helpful 
find for collectors who collect circulated coins, but the number 
of Uncirculated coins has remained constant over the years. The 
supply is very thin of Mint State coins with only 27 grading events, 
representing 18 to 20 individual coins.

Coins such as this one, with no die rust to the left of the face of 
Liberty, are believed to have been struck in the late 1850s. 

This late 1850s striking period is consistent with the appearance 
of this coin.

All 
design elements are fully struck, and eye appeal is overwhelming.

Lovely 1879-CC Morgan, MS62 



4440 1879-CC MS62 PCGS. A lovely example of the Normal Mintmark 
variety housed in an old green-label PCGS holder. This piece is 
brilliant with reflective fields and satiny devices. The design motifs 
are sharply detailed with only slight merging of the hair strands 
over Liberty’s ear. (#7086) 


1879-CC Morgan Dollar, MS64 
Second Rarest Carson City Issue 



4441 1879-CC MS64 PCGS. An attractive Choice Mint State 
representative of this low-mintage Carson City dollar, the present 
coin displays a sharp strike and vibrant mint luster. Q. David 
Bowers considers MS64 the Optimal Collecting Grade for this date. 
Housed in a green label holder.

4442 1879-CC MS65 Prooflike PCGS Secure. CAC. This remarkable 
Gem Prooflike 1879-CC is tied for the finest certified Prooflike 
example at PCGS and NGC with six other pieces at the former 
and five at the latter, respectively, an even dozen “submission 
events” at both services combined less an unknown number of 
likely duplicates (8/10). The silver-white surfaces are free of all but 
the most undistracting abrasions, and the mirrored fields set up 
profound contrast with the frosty-white surfaces that borders on 
the Deep Mirror Prooflike level. This basically untoned coin shows 
only a hint of color, but the eye appeal is off the charts. The first 
key Carson City issue, in unimprovable condition. Population: 7 in 
65 Prooflike, 0 finer (8/10). (#7087) 


4443 1879-CC Capped Die AU50 NGC. VAM-3. A Top 100 Variety. 
This key Carson City dollar retains much of its initial mint luster, 
although the centers display light wear. Refreshingly void of 
consequential contact. The “Capped Die” displays numerous small 
die chips in the vicinity of the mintmark, intended to efface a 
previously entered Small CC.(#7088) 

4444 1879-CC Capped Die AU58 PCGS. VAM-3. A Top 100 Variety. 
Just a trace of wear visits the high points of this fully original 
Morgan dollar. Both sides have underlying mint luster with olive 
and gold toning. Highly attractive and desirable for the grade. 
(#7088) 


Choice 1879-CC Morgan Dollar 
Scarcer Capped Die Variety 



4445 1879-CC Capped Die MS64 PCGS. VAM-3. A Top 100 Variety. 
A lovely Choice example of this low-mintage Carson City Morgan 
dollar, this coin is sharply struck, with bright, frosty mint luster. 
The less available Capped Die variety resulted when a smaller CC 
mintmark was partially effaced from the die, and a larger CC was 
struck over it. Only 16 coins have been certified in higher numeric 
grades by PCGS and NGC combined (8/10).

Gem 1879-0 Morgan Dollar 
Frosty Luster 



4446 1879-0 MS65 NGC. From a mintage of nearly 3 million pieces, 
the 1879-0 Morgan dollar is an available date in lower Mint State 
grades, but the issue becomes scarce in MS65 condition. The 1879- 
O is a formidable condition rarity above the Gem level, as NGC 
and PCGS combined have graded only 21 coins in higher numeric 
grades (7/10). The present coin displays booming mint luster, with 
a sharp strike and outstanding eye appeal. (#7090) 


1879-0 Morgan Dollar, MS65 
Rare in Higher Grades 



4447 1879-0 MS65 NGC. The 1879-0 Morgan dollar is scarce in 
Gem Mint State condition, and very rare in any higher grade. The 
present coin is a marvelous Gem, with a sharp strike and vivid, 
frosty mint luster. This specimen is largely free of the distracting 
bagmarks that plague most coins of this date. (#7090) 
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1879-0 Morgan Dollar, MS65 
Vibrant Luster, Excellent Eye Appeal 


4448 1879-0 MS65 PCGS Secure. The 1879-0 Morgan dollar is scarce 
at the Gem level, and only 21 coins have been certified in higher 
numeric grades by PCGS and NGC combined (8/10). The present 
coin is a magnificent Gem, with spectacular, vibrant mint luster, 
and an exemplary strike. The fields show only the most minor flaws, 
important, as this issue is typically heavily bagmarked. (#7090) 


4449 1879-S MS67 Prooflike NGC. This magnificent Superb Gem 
has reflective fields, a bold strike, and peripheral pale gold 
toning. Splendidly unabraded save for unobtrusive contact on 
the right (facing) wing. Census: 68 in 67 Prooflike, 3 finer (7/10). 
(#7093) 

4450 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS64 PCGS. VAM-9. A Top 100 
Variety. This VAM of the scarce Reverse of 1878 subtype is noted 
for its “feather engraved between [the] eagle’s right wing and leg,” 
per VAMworld.com. A lustrous near-Gem that has a precise strike 
and delicate golden-gray toning. A thin mark on the forehead is all 
that limits the grade.(#7094) 

4451 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS64 PCGS. Booming luster and an 
intricate strike proclaim the appeal of this second year Morgan dollar, 
coined with the scarce Second Reverse subtype. Minimally toned 
save for a dash of dark patina on the base of the 7 in the date.

1880 Morgan Dollar, MS66 
Among the Finest Certified 



4452 1880 MS66 PCGS. The 1880 Morgan dollar was produced in 
huge quantities, but finding an attractive Premium Gem with a 
sharp strike and vibrant luster can be a challenge. The present coin 
possesses all those attributes, with an added attraction of a crescent 
of lime-green toning on both sides. No coins have been certified 
in higher numeric grades by PCGS or NGC combined (8/10).

4453 1880-CC MS65 NGC. Considerable frost graces silver-gray 
devices, while the fields offer an array of pearl, gold, and blue hues 
over intense luster. A well struck and charming Carson City Gem. 
(#7100) 

4454 1880-CC MS65 PCGS. Considerable frost on the devices with 
varying silvers and grays in the toning. Bold cartwheel luster and 
great eye appeal for a Gem. Housed in a second-generation holder. 
(#7100) 


4455 1880-CC MS65 PCGS. Light almond-gold patina visits this 
lustrous and nicely struck CC-mint Gem. The fields are beautifully 
smooth, and the portrait has only wispy grazes. Struck from 
prominently clashed dies.

4456 1880-CC MS65 NGC. A dusting of almond-gold toning denies full 
brilliance, but this lustrous Carson City Gem is carefully preserved 
and has good eye appeal. The centers display minor indifference of

4457 1880-CC MS65 PCGS. CAC. VAM-7A, R.5. This “Hit List 40” 
Carson City VAM has a clashed n in front of Liberty’s neck, an 
increasingly popular feature among Morgan collectors. A lustrous 
and lightly toned Gem that has a clean cheek, smooth fields, and 
minor inexactness of strike at the centers.(#7100) 

4458 1880-CC MS65 PCGS. Frosty and delightful with ample 
cartwheels in the fields. The surfaces are mostly brilliant, though 
a patch of gold-orange toning appears in the mintmark area. 
(#7100) 


Richly Toned 1880-CC Dollar, MS66 



4459 1880-CC MS66 PCGS Secure. CAC. Third Reverse. Among the 
CC dates from 1880 through 1885, the 1880-CC is the scarcest of 
the lot. This coin does not appear to have come from the Treasury 
holdings. Most of those coins were brilliant or nearly so. This piece 
has rich, multicolored toning on each side in shades of purple, blue, 
green, and rose. The strike is just a bit short of complete, and there 
are no mentionable abrasions. (#7100) 


4460 1880-CC MS64 Prooflike PCGS. VAM-10, R.4. Incorrectly 
listed as PCGS as the 8 Over Low 7 variety, which would be 
VAM-6. This CC-mint silver dollar approaches a Deep Mirror 
Prooflike designation, such is the depth of reflectivity in the fields. 
The reverse is well preserved, but a reeding mark is noted on the 
left obverse field. Population: 28 in 64 Prooflike, 22 finer (8/10). 
(#7101) 

4461 1880-CC 8 Over High 7 MS65 Proof like NGC. VAM-5. A Top 
100 Variety. The overdate is undesignated on the insert. A lightly 
toned Carson City Gem that boasts flashy fields and a good strike. 
The surfaces appear nearly unabraded, although we note a strike¬ 
through on the reverse near 8 o’clock. (#7103) 
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Renowned 1880-CC VAM-5 Morgan Dollar 
MS66 Deep Mirror Prooflike, Ex: Jack Lee 



4462 1880-CC 8 Over High 7 MS66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS 
Secure. CAC. VAM-5. A Top 100 Variety. Ex: Jack Lee. Veteran 
dealer-collector Jack Lee passed away in August 2008, but he was 
a well-known and beloved presence to a generation of customers, 
fellow dealers, and numismatists of all stripes. He assembled during 
his career three of the finest collections ever known of Morgan 
dollars, as well as world-class collections in several other series. 
The VAM-5 is the “8 Over High 7” variety. The crossbar of the 
underlying 7 fills the top portion of the upper loop on the second 8, 
with the diagonal of the 7 in the right half of the lower loop. The 
bottom of the 7 protrudes from beneath the 8. This is a splendid 
silver-white Premium Gem with tons of the expected field-device 
contrast, and only a few tiny field ticks consistent with the grade. 
Overall, the eye appeal is every bit as expected for a Morgan dollar 
from the collection of Jack Lee, a man who was renowned for some 
of the sharpest eyes in the numismatic world. This piece is tied 
for the finest Deep Mirror Prooflike example with only one other 
PCGS coin (8/10). (#97103) 


4463 1880-CC 8 Over Low 7 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. 
VAM-6. A Top 100 Variety. Remarkable field reflectivity ensures 
the eye appeal of the present near-Gem. Brilliant and nicely struck. 
The fields and cheek are only lightly abraded, and the grade is 
limited only by a mark on the eagle’s belly. Census: 7 in 64 Deep 
Mirror Prooflike, none finer as DMPL (8/10).(#97105) 

4464 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS65 PCGS. VAM-4. A Top 100 
Variety. The VAM-4 overdate is quite visible inside the second 8 
and the 0. This Gem is highly lustrous with frosty mint brilliance. 
Bright silver surfaces have no trace of toning on either side. A 
wonderful specimen. (#7108) 

4465 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS65 PCGS. VAM-4. A Top 
100 Variety. A lightly toned Gem with a planchet flaw near the 0 
in the date. Well-defined with softly frosted devices and pleasing 
cartwheel luster in the fields. (#7108) 

4466 1880-CC 8/7 Reverse of 1878 MS64 PCGS. VAM-7A, R.5. On 
the Hit List 40 due to its faintly clashed n in front of Liberty’s neck. 
Faintly toned, lustrous, and boldly impressed. The fields are smooth, 
and the face has only wispy marks. The VAM is undesignated, as 
the coin is housed in an old green label holder.

4467 1880-0 MS64 NGC. VAM-57, R.5. Micro O. This VAM features 
a die gouge at the base of left (facing) wing. The reverse is semi¬ 
prooflike, while the obverse has sweeping cartwheel luster. A boldly 
struck Choice New Orleans dollar with delicate almond-gold 
toning that deepens near the rims.(#7114) 

4468 1880-0 MS64 NGC. VAM-57, R.5. Micro O. Hints of sun-gold 
toning are most apparent along the left reverse periphery. Well 
preserved and lustrous with a good strike. A second impressive 
example of the scarce VAM with a die gouge at the base of the left 
(facing) wing.(#7114) 

4469 1880-0 MS64 PCGS. Medium O. Boldly struck and thoroughly 
lustrous with a dusting of light canary-gold toning. The reverse is 
beautifully unabraded, and the obverse has fewer than the expected 
number of faint grazes. PCGS has graded just 28 coins finer (8/10). 
(#7114) 

4470 1880-0 MS64 PCGS. Micro O. Light rose-red, tan-gold, and 
aquamarine grace the borders of this well struck and magnificently 
undisturbed New Orleans silver dollar. Encased in a green label 
holder.

With Cartwheel Luster 



4471 1880-0 MS65 PCGS Secure. The 1880-0 Morgan dollar issue, 
along with several other O-mints such as the 1886-0 and 1896- 
O, is one that is only somewhat scarce in the lower Mint State 
levels of MS60 to MS62, yet very rare at the Gem level. This is 
due to a number of difficulties in one or more important criteria— 
strike, surfaces, luster, eye appeal—that keep most of the survivors 
from the MS65 grade. This Gem specimen is the rare exception, 
with flowing cartwheel luster over frosty, silver-white, relatively 
unabraded surfaces. The strike is excellent, even though showing 
minor softness over the ear, and the eye appeal is grand. Population: 
28 in 65,0 finer (8/10). (#7114) 

4472 1880-0 MS64 PCGS. VAM-48, formerly VAM-1A. A Top 100 

Variety. The so-called “Hangnail” is a die gouge that descends from 
the leftmost tailfeather on the eagle. A lustrous near-Gem that has 
a mix of orange and silver-gray on the obverse but only pale golden 
toning at the reverse borders. For the variety, Population: 12 in 64, 
0 finer (8/10).(#133879) 

4473 1880-S MS67+ NGC. CAC. Large S. Dashes of honey-gold 
toning visit this lustrous and sharply impressed Superb Gem. The 
fields are virtually pristine. A beautifully preserved representative 
of this widely collected crown-sized silver type.(#7118) 

4474 1880-S MS65+ Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS Secure. Large S. 
The highly reflective fields are brilliant, as are the frosty devices. A 
pleasing cameo effect results, and a bold strike further ensures the 
eye appeal. The 1880-S will always be a common issue, but high 
quality Morgan dollars are always in demand.(#97119) 

4475 1881-CC MS66 PCGS. Softly frosted and intensely cartwheeled 
on sharply struck devices and shining fields, respectively. Pale gray 
patina is the rule, though the upper obverse and lower reverse show 
short spots and arcs of blue and amber patina. (#7126) 


4476 1881-CC MS66 PCGS. CAC. Both sides of this lovely Premium 
Gem have fully brilliant and frosty luster with bright silver 
surfaces exhibiting no evidence of toning on either side. This is 
a remarkable specimen destined for a world class Morgan dollar 
collection. (#7126) 


White MS67+ 1881-CC Silver Dollar 


4477 1881-CC MS67+ NGC. A wisp of golden toning precludes full 
brilliance. Booming luster sweeps this well struck and low mintage 
Carson City Morgan. The reverse field is essentially pristine, and 
the remainder of the coin shows only infrequent delicate grazes. 
Census: 1 in 67+, 3 finer (8/10). (#7126) 

1881-CC Dollar, MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike 
A Terrific DMPL Type Coin 


4478 1881-CC MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The 1881-CC is 
not one of the rarer Cameo Prooflike dollars in the Morgan series, 
but it certainly is among the best-produced. This coin exemplifies 
that statement. The fields show unfathomable depth of mirrored 
reflectivity and the devices are thickly frosted. The combination 
yields the desired cameo effect. Each side is brilliant and the strike 
is full. (#97127) 


4479 1881-0 MS65 NGC. This well struck and splendidly preserved 
Gem is lightly toned in delicate gold and pearl-gray shades. The 
eye appeal is formidable. NGC has certified only eight pieces finer 
(8/10).(#7128) 

4480 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. Considerable 
frost on the devices as well as intense silver mirrors spotted in milky 
and gray toning. This lightly abraded near-Gem offers solid eye 
appeal for the grade. PCGS has graded just 10 finer Deep Mirror 
Prooflike examples (8/10). (#97129) 

4481 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. Dazzling 
field reflectivity ensures the eye appeal of this well struck near- 
Gem. A lightly toned and minimally marked example that 
provides noticeable cameo contrast, especially on the reverse. 
(#97129) 

4482 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. Fantastically 
reflective with bright silver fields and thick frost on the devices. 
The reverse has a delicate, nearly imperceptible golden overtone 
when tilted into the light. (#97129) 

4483 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Outstanding 
reflectivity with bold field-to-device contrast. Thick silver frost 
covers strongly struck devices. Great all-around eye appeal with few 
serious abrasions. (#97129) 
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4484 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fantastic reflectivity 
and contrast and great all-around eye appeal. This faintly gray- 
toned example shows just a few too many scattered abrasions to 
qualify for the next level.(#97129) 

4485 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A touch more 
cartwheel luster than usually seen on this issue’s Deep Mirror 
Prooflikes, but an amply reflective near-Gem nonetheless. Well- 
defined devices are lightly frosted with a few short abrasions. 
(#97129) 

4486 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An outstanding 
coin with the issue’s signature contrasted appearance for Deep 
Mirror Prooflikes. Minimally toned with bold mirrors and pleasing 
central detail.(#97129) 

4487 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Proof like PCGS. Gleaming silver 
fields and contrasting devices combine for great eye appeal on this 
nifty Deep Mirror Prooflike near-Gem. A few scrapes in the frost 
on Liberty’s cheek account for the grade.(#97129) 

4488 1881-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Profoundly mirrored 
with outstanding contrast between the frost-white devices and the 
gleaming mirrors. A few areas of shallow milky patina do little to 
dim the overall brilliance. PCGS has graded just 10 finer Deep 
Mirror Prooflike pieces (8/10).(#97129) 

4489 1881-S MS67 ★ NGC. CAC. Only about 15% of all Superb 
Gem 1881-S Morgan dollars have received the ★ designation. This 
splendid example is highly lustrous with satiny silver surfaces and 
light cameo contrast beneath intense emerald, lemon, and violet 
toning on the obverse. The reverse is mostly brilliant with a frame 
of light gold. (#7130) 

4490 1881-S MS67 ★ NGC. The obverse is essentially brilliant, while 
the reverse displays a broad arc of deep multicolored iridescence 
on the upper left half. Fabulous hues of aqua, emerald-green, 
and purple-rose are visually compelling, and inspire the “Star” 
designation from NGC. A fully struck, nearly unmarked Superb 
Gem with great cartwheel luster.(#7130) 


MS68 1881-S Morgan Dollar 
Magnificent Toning and Luster 



4491 1881-S MS68 PCGS. CAC. The outstanding feature of this 
magnificent Superb Gem Morgan dollar is the stunning play of 
colors provided by the iridescent green, violet, and ice-blue toning, 
especially on the obverse. Extraordinary vibrant luster shines 
through the patina. All design elements are fully detailed. Eye 
appeal is tremendous. Only two coins have been certified in higher 
numeric grade by PCGS and NGC combined (8/10). (#7130) 


4492 1881-S MS67 Prooflike NGC. A moderately reflective and 
essentially untoned Superb Gem. A great choice to add a bit of 
flash to a 19th century type collection. NGC has graded just seven 
finer Prooflike pieces (8/10).(#7131) 

4493 1882 MS66 PCGS. CAC. A delightful Premium Gem, this 
Morgan dollar has soft, frosty luster beneath deep gold, russet, and 
blue toning that gains in intensity closer to the borders. While 
slightly weak above Liberty’s ear, all other design elements are 
bold and sharp. PCGS has only certified six finer pieces (8/10). 
(#7132) 


4494 1882-CC MS66 PCGS. CAC. Strongly defined through the 
centers with glimpses of gold toning near the rims. Pale silver and 
gray shadings are present elsewhere, and the portrait is lightly 
frosted. PCGS has graded 52 coins finer (8/10).(#7134) 

4495 1882-CC MS66 PCGS. The obverse of this Premium Gem 
is nearly untoned, while the reverse displays medium intensity 
golden-tan patina accented with aqua-green and lavender. Sharply 
struck, including the central areas. A few scattered grazes are of 
little consequence. (#7134) 

4496 1882-CC MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Frost-white 
devices contrast with decisively mirrored fields to create spectacular 
eye appeal. Largely brilliant save for a patch of hazy gray toning 
over the date area and to the left.(#97135) 

4497 1882-O/S MS64 PCGS Secure. CAC. VAM-4. A Top 100 
Variety. The “O/S Recessed” VAM of this popular overmintmark. 
Lustrous and intricately struck with unmarked surfaces and 
peripheral traces of golden patina. Coined from moderately rusted 
dies.(#7138) 

4498 1882-O/S MS64 PCGS. VAM-4. A Top 100 Variety. The most 
often seen variety of this scarce overmintmark, known from three 
different reverses. This lustrous representative has medium olive 
toning and an impressively smooth appearance. The hair above the 
ear lacks full definition, customary for its New Orleans origin.

4499 1883-CC MS66 PCGS. CAC. Brilliant, lustrous surfaces intermix 
with iridescent multicolored toning, which is more extensive on 
the obverse, and are generally devoid of significant marks. The 
design elements are well struck, though there are hints of softness 
in the hair over Liberty’s ear. (#7144) 

4500 1883-S MS62 NGC. Well-defined for the issue with liquid peach- 
gold and plum toning at the upper right border. The rest of this 
S-mint is silver-white. Small abrasions clustered on the portrait 
contribute to the grade.(#7148) 

4501 1883-S MS62 NGC. Far scarcer than common date issues, but 
not in the class of the important rarities, the 1883-S Morgan 
dollar is sometimes called a “semi-key” issue. This beauty has 
bright silver surfaces with satiny luster and excellent eye appeal. 
(#7148) 

4502 1883-S MS62 PCGS. Bright luster with a decent strike for 
this challenging issue. Rich gold and violet toning drapes 
the right obverse, while paler apricot hues cover much of the 
reverse (#7148) 

4503 1883-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. Frosted devices are well struck save 
for trifling softness at the hair over Liberty’s ear. The obverse 
mirrors are close to Prooflike, though the reverse’s reflectivity is 
more diffuse. (#7148) 

4504 1883-S MS63 PCGS. Although a less famous conditional rarity 
than the 1884-S, the 1883-S is also elusive in Mint State, unlike 
the plentiful S-mint issues from the first five years of the Morgan 
type. This lustrous and boldly struck piece is brilliant aside from a 
few small brown spots on the reverse. (#7148) 

4505 1883-S MS63 NGC. Both sides of this Select Morgan are awash 
in bright luster and each exhibits sharply struck design motifs, 
including the hair above Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast feathers. 
A hair-thin mark on the chin prevents an even higher grade. 
(#7148)

Choice 1883-S Morgan Dollar 
Challenging High-Grade Issue 



4506 1883-S MS64 PCGS. The 1883-S Morgan dollar enjoyed a large 
mintage of 6.25 million pieces, but the date is difficult to locate in 
high grade. The primary problem seems to be excessive bagmarks. 
The present coin displays a few wispy scratches in the obverse 
field, but the effects are diminished by the excellent mint luster 
and hints of attractive gold toning.

4514 1884-S AU58 NGC. Fantastically lustrous despite a touch of rub 
on the high points.

The present coin shows 
only moderate wear on the surfaces, with LIBERTY fully readable 
and much original detail present on all devices. A few deep 
scratches on Liberty’s neck and five small digs on the reverse, under 
the eagle’s wing, are the only notable problems. 


VF Sharpness 1893-S Morgan Dollar 



4652 1893-S—Polished—NGC Details. VF. The surfaces have a 
uniform glossiness with silver-gray coloration on this key Morgan 
issue, which may prove a good value compromise due to the 
considerable detail remaining on each side. The eagle’s wing 
feathers are nearly full, although little detail remains on the breast. 
On the obverse much detail remains as well. A few scrapes show 
on Liberty’s cheek, along with a bump on the denticles at 6 o’clock, 
below the 1 in the date.

4653 1893-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The 

surfaces are hairlined and glossy from a cleaning, and mentionable 
abrasions include ticks on Liberty’s neck and a small dig beneath 
the eagle’s beak. Lightly toned sun-gold and ice-blue. A collectible 
example of this famous series key. (#7226)

Appealing VF25 1893-S Dollar 



4654 1893-S VF25 NGC. Among the great curiosities of the 1893-S 
dollar is that its known population of survivors clusters around the 
VF grade range, suggesting that the coins circulated for some time 
but then were saved from commerce. This is an appealing coin 
from within the range, moderately worn with scattered ticks and a 
pair of crossing abrasions on the cheek but also pleasing peach-gold 
toning over parts of the pale gray surfaces. (#7226) 

1893-S Dollar, Bright VF25 


4655 1893-S VF25 PCGS. The key date 1893-S is desirable in all 
levels of preservation. The semibright surfaces of this pleasing 
VF25 example display hints of luster in the protected areas, along 
with occasional traces of grayish-tan color. The design elements 
retain sharp detail, and both sides are minimally marked. (#7226) 



4656 1893-S—Cleaned—AN ACS. XF40 Details. A stone-gray key 
date dollar that has peripheral freckles of golden-tan and sea-green. 
The borders also display traces of luster. Dull from dipping, but the 
surfaces are minimally abraded save for faint thin field marks above 
the upper arrowhead. (#7226) 


Choice XF Key 1893-S Silver Dollar 


4657 1893-S XF45 NGC. Luster emerges from the borders and wings 
of this key date silver dollar. The medium dove-gray and almond- 
gold toning is slightly deeper on the obverse. Lightly abraded aside 
from a faded mark on the cheek and a minor obverse rim bump at 
2 o’clock. The 1893-S is the lowest mintage business strike issue of 
the series, and is much scarcer than the 1894, its closest competitor.

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4658 1893-S AU50 PCGS. Go to any midsize coin show and survey the 
condition of the 1893-S Morgan dollars that will undoubtedly be 
on display—such is the issue’s popularity. They will range anywhere 
from uncertified low-grade examples in 2x2’s of questionable 
authenticity to midrange certified examples, usually in Very Good, 
Fine, and Very Fine grades. A nice certified XF40 at such a show 
will be a rarity (and likely to trade quickly). Anything finer is 
seldom found. The present AU specimen is a super example in 
that it shows much of the detail of a Mint State coin at a far more 
reasonable price. The eye-appealing original surfaces are silver-gray 
with glints of pinkish-gold patina around the peripheries. And 
while light high-point rub is as expected for the grade, there are no 
singular marks on either side, and the strike is well-executed. Note 
that most of the original detail remains on Liberty’s hair and the 
eagle’s breast and wings. Expect the bidding to be enthusiastic.

4660 1894 VF35 PCGS. Gold-orange toning appears in narrow rings 
up against the rims. The remainder of this Choice VF coin is 
glossy pearl-gray. A dig is noted in the field below Liberty’s chin.

4661 1894—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. A lightly 
hairlined but partially lustrous example of this low mintage key. 
Untoned and attractive despite a relatively inoffensive cleaning. 
(#7228) 

4662 1894—Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. This key date dollar is 
subdued from dipping, but the steel-gray surfaces display luster 
within design recesses. One horizontal thin mark beneath the 
tailfeathers, but otherwise surprisingly unabraded.

4663 1894 XF40 ANACS. Still-lustrous golden-gray surfaces have 
deeper toning elements along parts of the rims, as well as a small 
rim bump at 9 o’clock on the obverse. Minimally abraded on the 
devices. (#7228) 

4664 1894 XF40 PCGS. Original and deep dove-gray and golden- 
brown toning blankets this key date Philadelphia dollar. The 4 in 
the date is abraded, but the surfaces are otherwise pleasing, and the 
devices display a wealth of detail.(#7228) 

4665 1894—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Faint 
almond-gold toning visits this key date Philadelphia Morgan dollar. 
Luster beckons from the borders and fills the eagle’s wings. Both 
sides are hairlined, and the Liberty’s face and neck are moderately 
abraded. (#7228) 

4666 1894 XF45 NGC. Luster shimmers from the legends, stars, and 
wings of this low mintage Philadelphia Morgan dollar. Scattered 
moderate marks are appropriate for the Choice XF level. Lightly 
toned almond-gold and cream-gray.

4667 1894—Reverse Rim Damage—NGC Details. AU. A lightly 
worn and lustrous example that displays well on the minimally 
toned obverse. The reverse has scattered minor abrasions, as well 
as extensive rim bumps and damage, which necessitated the details 
grade. Nonetheless, an appealing coin overall. 

4668 1894 AU50 PCGS. The obverse is steel-gray and caramel-gold, 
while the reverse is untoned aside from peripheral wisps of tan. 
This low mintage Philadelphia issue is usually among the final 
items missing from an otherwise complete collection of Morgan 
dollars.(#7228) 

4669 1894 AU53 NGC. A pearl-gray key date dollar with occasional 
hints of pale tan toning. Luster glimmers from the margins and 
wings. Careful evaluation locates only reportable mark, seen on 
Liberty’s jaw.(#7228) 

4670 1894 AU58 PCGS. Cartwheel luster sweeps this lightly abraded 
Borderline Uncirculated key date Philly example. The eagle’s 
breast shows a mere whisper of wear, as does the hair above the 
ear. Predominantly stone-gray with glimpses of golden-tan near the 
rims.(#7228) 


4659 1894—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. VF. The cheek is 
hairlined and both sides are slightly bright, but traces of luster 
remain and much of the design is present. No abrasions are obvious. 
Traces of golden-brown adorn the margins. Among the lowest 
mintage issues. 


4671 1894 AU58+ PCGS. Bright silver luster with a spot of charcoal- 
gray to the right of the portrait. Just a touch of friction appears 
on the hair over Liberty’s ear, bringing this lightly abraded 
coin tantalizingly close to a full Mint State designation. 
(#7228) 

4672 1894—Artificial Toning—NGC Details. Unc. Softly struck but 
brightly lustrous with no trace of wear. The blue, violet, and peach 
toning on the obverse seems to float over the surfaces, a clue to its 
artificiality. 
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Lustrous 1894 Morgan Dollar, MS61 



4673 1894 MS61 PCGS. A key Philadelphia Mint issue from a mintage 
of just 110,000 coins. Regardless of grade, 1894 Morgan dollars 
are always in demand in our sales, and most events have multiple 
examples. At least 15 are offered in the current sale, for example. 
This Mint State example is fully lustrous with frosty, untoned silver 
surfaces. (#7228) 


1894 Morgan Dollar, MS62 
Low-Mintage Philadelphia Issue 




4674 1894 MS62 PCGS. Only 110,000 Morgan dollars were struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint in 1894, the second lowest mintage of the 
series. The present coin is a sharply detailed MS62 specimen, with 
attractive gold and lavender toning. More color is displayed on the 
reverse, and strong mint luster is present under the toning. (#7228) 


Select 1894 Morgan Dollar 
Challenging Philadelphia Issue 



4675 1894 MS63 PCGS. An attractive Select specimen of this low- 
mintage date, the present coin is well struck, with just a touch 
of softness on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s breast. The fields are 
brilliant and lustrous, and the surfaces are minimally abraded for 
the grade. The 1894 is one of the most elusive Philadelphia issues

1894-0 Morgan dollar is exceptional, and the fields are completely 
brilliant, creating fantastic eye appeal. Like many examples of this 
date, the strike is a little soft on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s breast. 
Q. David Bowers considers MS64 the Optimal Collecting Grade, 
and only 14 coins have been Certified in higher numeric grades by 
PCGS and NGC combined (8/10).

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4679 1894-S MS64 NGC. CAC. Softly struck at the hair over Liberty’s 
ear but with solid definition elsewhere. Strong silver luster under

The upper obverse and lower reverse show 
splashes of orange and peach-red toning, but most of this near-Gem 
remains bright silver-white. Well struck and attractive with few 
significant marks on the frosty devices. (#723 2) 

4681 1894-S MS64 PCGS. Hints of sun-gold patina invigorate this 
lustrous and attractive Choice better date dollar. The centers show 
only slight inexactness of strike, and the reverse is beautifully 
preserved. Faint obverse contact is consistent with the grade.

4682 1894-S MS64 PCGS. A lightly toned and lustrous Choice better 
date dollar that has a clean reverse and only a few faint obverse 
grazes. Certified in a green label holder.

Dappled gold, blue, and tan at the margins 
with a more silver appearance in the lustrous centers. A well struck

Boldly detailed for the grade, particularly 
on the obverse, though the reverse is more worn. Still- 
lustrous silver-gray surfaces show gold elements at the margins. 
(#7236) 

4685 1895-0 AU53 PCGS. Impressive luster despite light wear. Tinges 
of gold and peach at the borders give way to light silver-gray at the 
centers. Small abrasions and reed marks appear on Liberty’s cheek. 
(#7236) 

4686 1895-0 AU55 NGC. Dappled peach, sea-green, and silver-blue 
shadings drape still-lustrous surfaces. An attractive example of 
this lower-mintage issue with only light wear on the high points. 
(#7236) 

4687 1895-0 AU55 NGC. The 1895-0 is considered the key date 
of the New Orleans Morgan dollar series, as it is scarcer than the 
1893-0 despite a higher mintage. The present Choice AU example 
has minor wear at the centers, but luster illuminates the borders

4688 1895-0 AU55 NGC. Light gold and orange overtones grace the 
still-lustrous surfaces of this Choice AU coin.

4690 1895-0 MS60 PCGS. Q. David Bowers’ writes memorably of the 
1895-0 Morgan dollar in his massive silver dollar Encyclopedia: 

“The rarity and importance of the 1895-0 in Mint State 
cannot be overemphasized. As a dealer I know full well that 
only rarely does a specialized collection of Morgan dollars 
contain a specimen in any Uncirculated grade.” 

The present coin is one such, and it is a far nicer specimen than 
the MS60 grade might imply. While a few slide marks and ticks do 
appear both on the high points and in the fields, the surfaces overall 
are not covered with massive abrasions, as one might expect on 
some examples. Roller marks do appear on the hair just above the 
ear, as well. Yet the silver-white surfaces emit softly frosted luster, 
and the reverse on its own is suggestive of a finer grade. Certified in 
a green-label holder, this is a rare find for Morgan aficionados.

As a result, examples in AU55 
condition, with Prooflike surfaces are rare today. The present 
coin features mirrored fields and sharply defined devices, with a 
moderate number of minor abrasions for the grade. Census: 20 in 55

Near-Mint 1895-S Morgan Dollar 
Reflective Surfaces, Modest Mintage 



4692 1895-S AU58 NGC. CAC. A tiny mintage of 400,000 Morgan 
dollars was accomplished at the San Francisco Mint in 1895. 
Mint State examples are elusive, and Q. David Bowers considers 
attractive circulated specimens “a reasonable financial as well 
as aesthetic alternative.” The present coin displays reflective, 
prooflike fields and sharply detailed devices, with only the slightest 
traces of wear. The surfaces are completely brilliant, and minimally 
abraded for the grade. (#7238) 


4693 1895-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU58 Details. Strongly struck 
with only a touch of rub on each side. Bright silver surfaces have 
scattered abrasions and disturbed, hairlined luster from a past 
cleaning. (#7238) 

4694 1895-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Unc. Well-defined 
with no trace of wear and considerable authentic reflectivity in 
the fields. While the surfaces are distinctly hairlined and have a 
measure of cloudy toning, the overall appearance should appeal to 
numerous collectors. (#723 8) 


Reflective 1895-S Morgan Dollar, MS64 



4695 1895-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. This satiny near-Gem has brilliant 
silver surfaces with no evidence of toning on either side. Similar 
pieces were once described as “semi-prooflike” and are nearly as 
desirable as full prooflike pieces. This example has bold design 
details. Only a few minuscule abrasions are evident, mostly on the

4696 1895-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1895-S Morgan dollar boasts 
a low mintage of 400,000 pieces, and most Mint State coins are 
heavily bagmarked.

4701 1896-0 MS63 PCGS. The 1896-0 Morgan dollar was produced in 
large quantities, but the date was also widely circulated during the 
19th century.

The present coin is well struck, 
with a touch of softness on the eagle’s breast and the hair over the 
ears.

The present 
coin is a rare exception to this rule, with a razor-sharp strike and 
vibrant mint luster. Q. David Bowers considers MS63 the Optimal 
Collecting Grade. A rare prize for the knowledgeable collector.

1897-0 Morgan Dollar, MS61 Prooflike 
Rare Prooflike Example 


4706 1897-0 MS61 Prooflike NGC. The 1897-0 Morgan dollar was 
produced without high standards of quality control, and most 
examples seen are softly struck, with lackluster surfaces. In the 
words of Q. David Bowers, “Prooflike coins are rare.” The present 
example is sharply detailed and displays brightly mirrored fields. 
A scattering of minor abrasions on both sides explains the grade. 
Census: 4 in 61 Prooflike, 9 finer (7/10). (#7249) 

4707 1897-S MS66 PCGS Secure. Delicate caramel-gold toning adorns 
this fully struck and thoroughly lustrous Premium Gem. Both sides 
are refreshingly void of marks, and the eye appeal is exceptional.

4708 1899 MS66 PCGS. CAC. Attractive luster shows twinkles of 
frost on the high design elements. This light silver-gray coin shows 
only minor central softness, and the surfaces are smooth. PCGS has 
graded 18 finer examples (8/10).(#7258) 

4709 1899-0 MS67 NGC. The 1899-0 Morgan dollar is an available 
date, and a favorite choice of type collectors. Of course, the 
population drops off in higher Mint State grades, and MS67 
examples are quite scarce. The present coin exhibits sharply 
detailed design elements and sparkling mint luster. The fields are 
pristine and eye appeal is outstanding. Census: 92 in 67, 0 finer 
(8/10).(#7260) 

4710 1899-S MS65 NGC. Blue, violet, pink, and gold shadings 
appear at the borders, while the centers are more silver. Slightly 
better-defined than usual with just a few small portrait marks. 
(#7262) 


4711 1899-S MS66 PCGS. The 1899-S Morgan dollar is a challenging 
issue at the Premium Gem level, and virtually unobtainable in any 
finer grade. The present coin is sharply struck, and displays rich, 
frosty luster. The surfaces exhibit no marks worthy of individual 
mention and eye appeal is outstanding. Population: 99 in 66, 8 
finer (8/10). (#7262) 

4712 1900-O/CC MS64 PCGS. CAC. VAM-11. A Top 100 Variety. 
Bold remnants of the former CC mintmark are visible on both sides 
of the O. A virtually brilliant near-Gem. The strike is bold and the 
fields are impressively preserved. (#7268) 

4713 1900-O/CC MS64 PCGS. VAM-12. A Top 100 Variety. The 
most prominent of the several O over CC reverses. The serifs and 
loops of the two Cs bookend the New Orleans mintmark. Well 
struck and highly lustrous with well preserved fields and a hint of 
sun-gold toning. Certified in an old green label holder.

4714 1900-O/CC MS65 PCGS. VAM-8. A Top 100 Variety. The 
outline of the left “C” in the undermintmark is nearly complete. 
Softly struck but strongly lustrous with light pearl-gray toning over

4715 1900-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. Impressively lustrous with a measure 
of peripheral gold patina that turns to a brown dot along the 
right reverse branch. Strongly lustrous and well struck overall, a 
promising Gem.(#7270) 

4716 1900-S MS65 PCGS. Solidly struck and lustrous with a hint 
of creamy toning. A few small marks in the obverse fields and a 
couple of luster grazes on the cheek keep this Gem from an even 
higher grade. (#7270) 

4717 1901 MS61 AN ACS. A fully lustrous Mint State example with 
light gold toning and deeper peripheral iridescence on both sides. 
The reverse die was eroded at the time this coin was struck, a result 
of continued use beyond the point that this die should have been 
replaced. (#7272) 

Lustrous 1901 Morgan Dollar, MS62 


4718 1901 MS62 PCGS Secure. A lustrous, faintly toned, and 
moderately abraded representative of this famous conditional 
scarcity. The 1901 is commonplace in VF, but emerges as a rarity 
in Uncirculated grades. Gems are extremely rare. The distribution 
must have differed greatly from the 1899, which is relatively 
plentiful in Mint State despite a mintage that is only about 5% of 
the 1901 production. (#7272) 
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1901 Morgan Dollar, MS63 
Elusive Date in High Grade 


Select 1901 Morgan Dollar 
Condition Rarity in Higher Grades 


4719 1901 MS63 NGC. The 1901 Morgan dollar is one of the most 
elusive dates of the series in higher Mint State grades, second only 
to the 1896-0. Coins in Select Mint State condition are scarce, 
and anything finer is rare. Currently, NGC has certified only 18 
coins in higher numeric grades (8/10). 

The present coin is an attractive Select specimen, with bright, 
frosty mint luster. This example is well struck, with just the 
slightest softness on the eagle’s breast and the hair above the ear. 
A scattering of minor abrasions on both sides is consistent with the 
grade. (#7272) 


4720 1901 MS63 PCGS. The 1901 Morgan dollar claims a substantial 
mintage of nearly 7 million pieces, but the issue circulated widely 
and few examples were saved by collectors. Q. David Bowers 
considers the 1901 the second rarest Morgan dollar in Gem Mint 
State condition. The present coin is an attractive Select specimen, 
and population data supports Bowers’ conclusion about high grade 
rarity, as PCGS has certified only 23 coins in higher numeric grades 
( 8 / 10 ). 

The coin offered here is a well struck specimen, with just a 
touch of softness on the eagle’s breast. The mostly brilliant surfaces 
show light hints of gold toning and bright frosty mint luster. A few 
minor, grade consistent abrasions are scattered over the surfaces.

4721 1901 Doubled Die Reverse AU53 NGC. VAM-3. A Top 100 
Variety. The most coveted doubled die variety of the Morgan dollar 
series. The tailfeathers exhibit a wide spread, as do the arrows, the 
branch, and the eagle’s beak. This example has light golden-brown 
toning and a few minor marks on the portrait. Census: 10 in 53, 22 
finer (7/10).(#7302) 

4722 1901-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Light gold, green, and gray hues 
mingle on this shining near-Gem. Well-defined for the date 
with plenty of attractive attributes and few significant abrasions. 
(#7276) 

4723 1901-S MS64+ PCGS Secure. CAC. Freckles of golden-brown 
and jade-green enrich the borders of this lustrous better date silver 
dollar. The centers show expected incompleteness of strike, but 
the reverse is well preserved, and obverse grazes are limited to the 
cheek. (#7276) 
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Elusive Gem 1901-S Morgan Dollar 


4724 1901-S MS65 NGC. The 1901-S Morgan dollar is an elusive date 
in the series. This example has brilliant surfaces with just a touch 
of light golden toning. The design elements are sharp, although 
the hair strands over Liberty’s ear are a little weak. Extremely 
clean fields and devices. An elusive issue in Gem quality and 
seldom encountered finer than this. Census: 82 in 65, 7 finer 
(8/10). (#7276) 


Superb Gem 1903 Morgan Dollar 
Fantastic Eye Appeal 



4725 1903 MS67 PCGS. The 1903 Morgan dollar is known as a well 
produced issue, and the present coin is a sterling example of this 
quality. This magnificent Superb Gem exhibits razor-sharp details 
on all design elements, and vibrant, satiny mint luster. The surfaces 
are completely brilliant, and only the tiniest imperfections are 
detected with a loupe. Only two coins have been certified in higher 
numeric grades by PCGS and NGC combined (8/10). (#7284) 


MS67 1903 Morgan Dollar 
None Certified Finer at PCGS 


4726 1903 MS67 PCGS. Brightly lustrous with better-than-average 
definition and light wisps of cloudy toning over otherwise silver- 
white surfaces. Only a few small luster grazes are present in the 
fields, and marks are nearly nonexistent. A carefully preserved 
Superb Gem that is tied for the finest certified by PCGS (8/10) and 
thus a Registry collector essential. (#7284) 


1903-0 Morgan Dollar, MS67 
Spectacular Eye Appeal, None Certified Finer 


4727 1903-0 MS67 NGC. Needle-sharp definition is evident on 
all design elements of this Superb Gem specimen, with bright, 
semiprooflike fields adding to the spectacular eye appeal. Light 
shades of lavender and green toning grace the virtually pristine 
surfaces. While not the rarity it was once thought to be, the 1903- 
O is still scarce at the Superb Gem level. Census: 41 in 67, 0 finer

Superb Gem 1903-0 Morgan Dollar 
Brilliant With Bright, Satiny Mint Luster 


4728 1903-0 MS67 PCGS. While 1903-0 dollars are plentiful 
today, they are still condition rarities. When a Superb example is 
encountered it is a coin of singular beauty. This piece exemplifies 
that with its bright, satiny mint luster and freedom from any 
noteworthy abrasions. The striking details are as complete as one 
can expect from the C4 reverse dies. Brilliant throughout. (#7286) 


4729 1903-S AU50 NGC. Distinctly rubbed on the central high points 
but immensely lustrous in the pale silver-blue fields. Golden tints 
appear at the borders. Numerous wispy abrasions surround the 
portrait. (#7288) 

4730 1903-S AU53 NGC. Autumn-brown and gunmetal toning 
enrich this partially lustrous scarce date silver dollar. The surfaces 
are generally unabraded, although thorough inspection reveals 
moderate marks on the eagle’s neck. (#7288) 

4731 1903-S AU53 PCGS. All of the San Francisco issues between 
1898 and 1904 are elusive in Mint State, but the 1903-S is the 
scarcest of the dates within that span. This lightly toned example 
has substantial mintage and is smooth except for a diagonal mark 
beneath Liberty’s eye. (#7288) 
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1903-S Morgan Dollar, MS64 
Delightful Toning 




4732 1903-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. From a smallish mintage of 1.2 
million pieces, the 1903-S Morgan dollar is a fairly challenging 
date in high grades. The present coin presents a delightful play of 
colors, with iridescent green, blue, and scarlet toning on both sides. 
Bright mint luster is evident under the patina, and all devices are 
sharply defined. (#7288) 


MS64 1903-S Morgan Dollar 
Scarce, High Quality Issue 




4733 1903-S MS64 PCGS. The 1903-S Morgan dollar is a scarce 
issue in the series, but the small mintage was well produced. The 
present coin is an example of the date’s high quality, with needle- 
sharp details on all design elements and vibrant mint luster. The 
surfaces display hints of attractive green and lilac toning. Housed 
in a green label holder.

1903-S Micro S Dollar, AU55 
One of the Finest Known 



4734 1903-S Small S AU55 PCGS Secure. VAM-2. FS-002. A Top 
100 Variety. Believed by Fivaz-Stanton to have been created by 
use of a half dollar punch. The Micro S is presently unknown in 
Uncirculated condition. At the AU55 level, there are only two 
other pieces certified and two are finer (8/10). The surfaces are 
uniformly bright and devoid of color. The strike is strong with little 
evidence of use in the channels of commerce. Small abrasions are 
peppered over each side. The significance of high-grade examples 
are summed up by Fivaz-Stanton: “It is unknown in Mint State. 
Find one and you can pay for a year of college!” (#7306) 


4735 1904-0 MS67 NGC. Navy-blue, tan-brown, powder-blue, and 
olive-gold consume this lustrous and crisply struck Superb Gem. 
Essentially pristine save for minor contact on the portrait. Neither 
major grading service has certified any pieces above the MS67 level 
(8/10).(#7292) 

4736 1904-0 MS67 NGC. Captivating satiny luster graces the all-white 
surfaces of this powerfully impressed Superb Gem. The reverse has 
just a few minuscule toning spots. Both sides are well-preserved 
with several light grade-defining grazes visible on Liberty’s cheek. 
The strike is bold save for the usual softness above Liberty’s ear. 
Neither NGC nor PCGS has certified any examples finer (8/10).

1904-S Morgan Dollar, MS62+, 


A Challenging Late Series Issue 

4737 1904-S MS62+ PCGS Secure. The present coin is an attractive 
MS62+ example of this elusive San Francisco date. The mostly 
brilliant surfaces show just a hint of light golden toning and the 
vibrant, frosty mint luster creates strong eye appeal. The devices 
show a touch of softness on the hair above Liberty’s ear and on the 
eagle’s breast, but the strike is sharp in other areas. A long, shallow 
scratch through the eagle’s wing explains the grade. The high-end 
status of this coin is confirmed by the plus designation. (#7294) 
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1904-S Morgan Dollar, MS64 
Strong Luster and Sharp Details 


4738 1904-S MS64 PCGS. The 1904-S Morgan dollar is seldom 
encountered in high grades, and most pieces that technically qualify 
as Mint State show weakness in strike or below average luster. The 
present coin is a happy exception to the rule, as the surfaces display 
vibrant mint luster and the design elements are sharply detailed. 
Only minor abrasions are evident and eye appeal is outstanding. 
Housed in a green label holder.

4739 1921 MS66 NGC. The 1921 Morgan dollar was produced in 
large numbers, using low-relief dies that are visibly different from 
the issues of 1904 and earlier. The present coin is a magnificent 
Premium Gem specimen, one of the few survivors to display a razor- 
sharp strike and vibrant, satiny mint luster. The fields are pristine, 
and eye appeal is overwhelming. (#7296) 

1921-S Dollar, MS66 
A Surprisingly Scarce Condition Rarity 


4740 1921-S MS66 PCGS Secure. The 1921-S is an issue that logically 
should not be as rare as it is in high grades. Produced in the final 
year for Morgan dollars, from modified dies, all the 1921 issues 
were heavily circulated. Many were still in circulation in the early 
1960s. So this date simply did not receive attention from collectors. 
Almost all of the 21.6 million pieces of the San Francisco dollars 
either slipped into circulation or were banged around in rolls 
or bags, leaving very few high grade collector coins. This is a 
spectacular, all-white coin that has the thick mint frost that seems 
to only be found on S and CC-mint silver. A spectacular example 
of this surprising, late-date condition rarity. Population: 27 in 66, 0

PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

Premium Gem Proof 1880 Morgan Dollar 
Sharply Struck, Dark Toning 


4741 1880 PR66 PCGS. From a mintage of 1,355 pieces, the 1880 
proof Morgan dollar is quite scarce at the Premium Gem level. The 
present coin is darkly toned in intermingled shades of lavender and 
green. All details are sharply rendered and the fields are brightly 
reflective under the toning. Population: 26 in 66, 25 finer (7/10).

1881 Morgan Dollar, PR66 Cameo 
Unusual High Quality Specimen 


4742 1881 PR66 Cameo NGC. The 1881 proof Morgan dollar enjoyed 
a fairly generous mintage of 984 pieces, and examples are not too 
difficult to locate in most grades, but few survivors can match the 
quality of this Premium Gem Cameo specimen. The fields are 
brightly reflective, with just a hint of pale green toning in isolated 
spots. The strike is exemplary and the Cameo contrast is startling.

4743 1883—Artificial Toning—NGC Details. Proof. One of 1,039 
specimens minted for this higher-production issue. Scattered 
hairlines hide under thick, artificial toning in blue-green, olive, 
and peach.(#7318) 

1883 Cameo PR65 Morgan Dollar 
A Splendid, Upper-End Example 


4744 1883 PR65 Cameo NGC. Even though 1,039 proofs were struck 
of the 1883 Morgan dollar, attrition through mishandling and 
cleaning took a large toll on this date. Today only 10 other Gem 
Cameos have been certified by NGC with 14 finer (8/10). This 
deeply mirrored example has thick mint frost over the devices that 
is apparent even through the light golden-brown patina seen over

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1884 Morgan Dollar, PR64 Cameo 
Richly Toned and Deeply Mirrored 



4745 1884 PR64 Cameo PCGS. Curiously, the 1884 had a lower 
proof mintage than the 1883 but there are more high-grade pieces 
that have survived. This richly toned example has rose-golden 
color with occasional dashes of bright blue at the margins. As 
expected, the fields are deeply mirrored and the mint frost glows as 
it coruscates over the central devices. Population: 14 in 64 Cameo, 
6 finer (8/10). (#87319) 


Well-Balanced 1886 Cameo Proof Dollar, PR66 


Deeply Reflective Fields 



4746 1886 PR66 Cameo PCGS. The 1886 had 886 proofs minted, but 
in high grades very few are available. It is, however, a worthwhile 
date to pursue as it has the charm of an early date combined with 
the high quality production standards from the 1880s (before weak 
strikes became the norm). This piece displays dazzling surfaces 
with flashy, deeply reflective fields that contrast sharply against the 
frosted devices. Pale reddish-golden toning can be seen on each 
side of this lovely, well-balanced proof. Population: 5 in 66 Cameo,

1890 Morgan Dollar, PR66 Cameo 
Low Proof Mintage, Rare in Cameo 



4747 1890 PR66 Cameo PCGS. Only 590 proof Morgan dollars were 
coined in 1890, one of the lowest mintages of the series. The present 
coin has mirrored fields of unfathomable depth and richly frosted 
devices, creating stark cameo contrast. Examples in Premium Gem 
condition, with the Cameo designation are quite rare. Population: 
7 in 66 Cameo, 4 finer (8/10). (#87325) 


Stunning 1890 Morgan Dollar, PR66 Cameo 



4748 1890 PR66 Cameo PCGS. An absolutely beautiful Cameo proof, 
this Premium Gem has pale champagne toning on both sides. The 
fields are fully and deeply mirrored with satiny, lustrous devices. 
Magnification is required to see the few tiny blemishes that prevent 
a higher grade. Population: 7 in 66 Cameo, 4 finer (8/10). (#87325) 


4749 1891 PR62 AN ACS. Boldly toned blue and violet on the outside 
with lighter gold-gray shadings across the interiors. Attractive frost 
on the devices and pleasing mirrors, though contrast is minimal 
due to the patina. (#73 26) 


1892 Morgan Dollar, PR63 
A Well-Produced Example 



4750 1892 PR63 PCGS. The proof mintage was overly large for this 
year owing to the exceptional demand for 1892 silver proof sets 
(David Bowers, 2006). Whispers of light tan color show around the 
peripheries of this Select specimen, and the sharply defined design 
motifs stand out amidst the mirrored fields when the coin is rotated 
slightly under a light source. Minor handling marks define the 
grade; nevertheless, very nice overall eye appeal. (#7327) 


Sharply Struck 1892 Dollar, PR63 



4751 1892 PR63 PCGS. The central striking details are especially 
strong on this piece, not an attribute that is a given on 1892 proofs. 
The reverse devices are thickly frosted and that side is definitely 
Cameo, but the frost is a bit thin on Liberty’s face on the obverse. 
Each side is mostly brilliant, and there are a few small contact 
marks and wispy hairlines that explain the grade. (#7327) 
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4752 1892 PR64 PCGS. A lovely proof with considerable cameo 
contrast, despite lacking such a designation. This piece has mostly 
brilliant silver surfaces with peripheral gold, russet, and blue toning 
accenting the champagne color. Faint hairlines on each side 
prevent a higher grade. (#7327) 


1892 Morgan Dollar, PR65 Cameo 


Almost Brilliant and Starkly Contrasted 



4753 1892 PR65 Cameo NGC. In spite of the large proof mintage 
of 1,245 pieces, there are surprisingly few high-grade examples 
known of the 1892 dollar. Apparently attrition took a heavy toll 
with many non-collectors spending these pieces in later years. 
Population data bears out this assertion with 21 circulated proofs 
certified by both grading services. This is a starkly contrasted proof 
that is essentially untoned. The central high-point definition is just 
a tad weak, as usually found on this date. Census: 14 in 65 Cameo, 
46 finer (8/10).

1893 Morgan Dollar, PR64 
Low-Mintage Proof 



4754 1893 PR64 PCGS. The proof 1893 Morgan dollar boasts a small 
mintage of 792 pieces. In an unusual circumstance for a proof 
issue, the 1893 is often seen with a soft strike because the dies were 
placed too far apart. The present coin is an example of this strange 
occurrence, as the details of Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s breast are 
soft. The brightly reflective fields add an element of field-device 
contrast to this attractive specimen, though some haziness is seen 
on the obverse. Population: 47 in 64, 32 finer (8/10). (#7328) 


1893 Morgan Dollar, PR63 Cameo 
Richly Toned on Each Side 



4755 1893 PR63 Cameo PCGS. Only 742 proofs were struck in 1893, 
and a significant percentage of the survivors display field-device 
contrast. This piece retains much of the eye appeal of a higher 
graded coin, but on technical grounds it is accurately graded. 
The fields are deeply mirrored with frosted devices that contrast 
noticeably through the golden-russet and blue toning. The surfaces 
are lightly cleaned and when closely examined with a loupe reveal 
a couple of hairline-thin diagonal lines in the left field and on 
the cheek of Liberty. Population: 8 in 63 Cameo, 25 finer (8/10).

Choice Proof 1894 Morgan Dollar 
Popular Proof Date 



4756 1894 PR64 PCGS. The 1894 Morgan dollar boasts the second 
lowest business-strike mintage of the series, putting some pressure 
on the proof production of 972 coins. This Choice proof specimen 
features fully struck design elements and deeply mirrored fields, 
with a few tiny marks in the obverse field the only flaws of note. 
Population: 74 in 64, 37 finer (7/10). (#7329) 


1894 Morgan Dollar, PR65 Cameo 


Vivid Toning 



4757 1894 PR65 Cameo AN ACS. The year 1894 saw a proof mintage 
of 972 Morgan dollars, about average production for the period. The 
present coin is a magnificent Gem survivor of that well produced 
mintage, with gleaming reflective fields and sharply defined, frosty 
devices. Traces of green and lavender toning enliven the mostly 
brilliant surfaces, and the field-device contrast is startling. The 1894 
is rare in PR65 with the Cameo designation. (#87329) 
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Historic 1895 Morgan Dollar, PR61 Cameo 



4758 1895 PR61 Cameo PCGS. Numismatists love a good mystery. 
In an earlier era, the reasons for the rarity of the “King of 
American Coins,” the 1804 silver dollars, were the subject 
of endless speculation. “The mintage is recorded as 19,570 
coins, so where are they today?” In 1842 Mint employees Jacob 
Eckfeldt and William Dubois published a volume whose cover 
depicted an 1804 silver dollar, a previously unknown coin. This 
prompted collector Matthew A. Stickney to visit the Mint in 
the following year, obtaining an 1804 silver dollar in trade for 
several other rare coins. 

While the subject of the 1804 silver dollar has been dealt 
with, by us and others, extensively elsewhere, suffice it to say 
that in its day the coin was the subject of endless rumors. Some 
of them were quite creative. In The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 
1804 and the Exciting Adventures of Edmund Roberts, Q. David 
Bowers writes: 

“One theory is that they were lost when the ship sank 
which was transporting them to France in payment for 
the territory then known as Louisiana. 

“Another theory held that the entire mintage of 19,570 
1804 silver dollars, except for a few that were saved 
beforehand, was shipped to Tripoli on the Barbary Coast 
of the Mediterranean, either to pay ransom to pirates or 
to pay wages to American seamen who were fighting the 
pirates. Unfortunately, the dollar-laden ship sank, and 
all of the coins went to Davy Jones’ Locker. ...” 

So, how different are the stories surrounding the “King 
of Morgan Dollars” and the reputed business strikes dated 
1895? The only difference, perhaps, is in the creativity of the 
stories. Even then, Breen has written that the 12,000 business 
strike wound up being melted under terms of the Pittman Act, 
shipped as silver ingots destined for coinage and commerce in 
India. 

Although numismatists today believe they have solved 
the major mysteries concerning the 1804 silver dollars, those 
surrounding the 1895 silver dollars continue to haunt them. As 
with a few other legends of 19th century numismatics—how 
about the 700 1873-S Seated dollars?—this is a case where we 
may never be able to supplant mystery with history. 

The present silver-gray PR61 Cameo example offers surfaces 
far nicer than the numeric grade suggests. There are few visible 
signs of contact, although a few hairlines appear in the fields. 
Slight suggestions of gold occur near the rims, but the surfaces 
are largely untoned. The strike is sharp as expected, and the 
moderate field reflectivity contrasts well with the frosted 
devices. An excellent opportunity to fill that last—or first?— 
hole in a high-grade Morgan set. Population: 2 in 61 Cameo, 68 
finer (8/10).

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1895 Morgan Dollar, PR64 Deep Cameo 
The ‘King of Morgan Dollars’ 
Unknown in Business Strike Format 



4759 1895 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. It is likely that the 1895 
business strike Morgan dollars—if they ever existed—now form 
baubles in Bangalore, collectibles from Calcutta, or doodads 
in Delhi. Much ink has been spilled over whether they were 
produced or were merely an accounting error. But in the final 
essence, it matters little today, as the odds of a business strike 
appearing today are approaching those of a lottery win. 

Trying to trace the existence of the 1895 business strike 
dollars is a bit like looking for one’s lineage on a genealogy 
web site: Sooner or later one encounters the same records that 
other seekers have stumbled over—but there is no independent 
sourcing, none of the first-person sightings that might help 
separate fact from fiction. 

What we do know is that, in the greatest-ever revelation 
of the Morgan dollar issues, the Treasury releases of the 1960s, 
no business strike 1895 Morgans were uncovered—although 
a couple of impaired, spent proofs turned up, as Walter Breen 
notes in his Proof Encycbpedia. 

We also know the following, again quoting from the Breen 
proof reference: 

“Probably all 12 bags of business strikes (1,000 each) 
were included in the meltage of 270,232,722 dollars for 
export to British India as ingots and for domestic coin¬ 
age, pursuant to the Act of April 23, 1918.” 

Were they melted, or did they never exist? The jury is 
still out, and may be forever. What is certain is that the proof 
Morgan dollars of 1895 have managed to attain a celebrity all 
their own, as stand-ins for coins that may never have existed in 
the first place. Deep Cameo Morgans of the issue stand out in 
their own right, as well: Although PCGS has certified several 
hundred proof 1895 Morgans (including a considerable number 
of circulated proofs), only a small percentage of them are in the 
most desired Deep Cameo category. 

The present near-Gem Deep Cameo example is brilliant, 
with remarkably strong contrast between the frosted fields and 
mirrored devices. There are no mentionable contact marks, 
although a few wispy hairlines are scattered here and there. An 
excellent example of this celebrated proof Morgan dollar issue. 
Population: 2 in 64 Deep Cameo, 14 finer (8/10). (#97330) 
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1896 Morgan Dollar, PR63 Cameo 
Bold Contrast 


Dazzling, All-Brilliant 1899 Dollar, PR64 


4760 1896 PR63 Cameo PCGS. CAC. The 1896 proof Morgan dollar 
boasts a small mintage of 762 pieces. The present coin displays 
brightly reflective surfaces, with hints of pale green and gold toning. 
All design elements are sharply detailed and frosty, providing ample 
contrast with the mirrored fields. A few hairlines are evident in 
the fields, but none merit individual mention. Population: 6 in 63 
Cameo, 25 finer (7/10). (#87331) 

1897 Morgan Dollar, PR64 
Deeply Toned, Reflective Fields 


4763 1899 PR64 PCGS. The 1899 has traditionally been used as a 
type coin, but it so much more. With a mintage of 846 pieces it is 
one the lower production runs in the series. It is also the final year 
from the 19th century. This is an all-brilliant example that displays 
just the slightest contrast between the fields and devices. Only 
the slightest imperfections keep this piece from the Gem category. 
Population: 43 in 64, 35 finer (8/10). (#7334) 


1901 Proof Morgan Dollar, A Select Example 
Deeply Toned on Each Side 


4762 1898 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. Only 735 proof Morgan 
dollars were minted in 1898, and few examples have received the 
Deep Cameo designation from PCGS. The intense black-on-white 
flash of this specimen is the first thing that meets the eye. The 
devices are fully struck and frosty, in stark contrast to the deeply 
mirrored fields. The reverse shows light green toning in the shape 
of a fingerprint pattern over DOLLAR. Population: 15 in 64 Deep 
Cameo, 21 finer (7/10). (#97333) 


4765 1901 PR63 PCGS. The fields are bright and flashy on each side 
of this popular proof date, and there is just a bit of pale reddish 
patina that is most noticeable around the margins. When closely 
examined one notices a few wispy hairlines in the fields which 
explains the PR63 grade. (#7336)

4809 (2007) Jefferson—Missing Edge Lettering—MS66 PCGS. A 
beautifully preserved Premium Gem of this scarce mint error. This 
Jefferson dollar missed the production step that would have added 
edge lettering. Since the mint mark is part of the edge lettering, 
we are unaware of which business strike facility (Philadelphia or 
Denver) is responsible. (#390499) 

4810 (2007) Jefferson—Missing Edge Lettering—MS67 PCGS. A 
sharply struck and virtually pristine peach-gold Superb Gem of 
this elusive modern error. A worker at either the Philadelphia or 
Denver Mint forgot to transport a bin of struck Jefferson dollars to 
the edge lettering machine.(#390499) 

4811 2008 Philadelphia Mint Set Featuring Plain Edge Monroe 
Presidential Dollar. Ordinarily, a “plain edge” Presidential dollar 
does not leave any context for where it was struck. In this case, 
though, a satin finish plain edge Monroe dollar is packaged in 
the Philadelphia half of a 2008 Mint set. The lift-up flap with 
certificate of authenticity also lists the statistics for each series, 
including the (usually correct) note about the Monroe dollar’s 
lettered edge.(Total: 14 coins) 

COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

4812 1893 Isabella MS63 Prooflike NGC. Ex: Bagne Collection. This 
deeply toned commemorative quarter exhibits turquoise-green and 
ruby-red colors when it is rotated beneath a light. The devices are 
sharply struck, and the flashy fields are only minimally abraded.

4813 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS63 PCGS. DuVall 1-B. The reverse 
has an average strike, but the luster goes beyond the norm in its eye 
appeal. Peach, orange, green, and blue elements meld into a base 
layer of silver-gray patina.(#9222) 

4814 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS63 ANACS. DuVall 1-B. A luminous 
Select coin that has thick peach and gold-gray patina over each 
side. Well struck with small abrasions on the portraits but few 
serious marks. Housed in a small-format holder.(#9222)

4815 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS64 PCGS. DuVall 2-C. The obverse 
with repunched second S in STATES, the reverse with right-shifted, 
thick-stemmed olive branch. A lovely near-Gem, well struck save 
for the almost obligatory softness on Lafayette’s boot and richly 
lustrous beneath dusky peach-gold and blue-green patina. The

Bold blue, violet, and pink 
overtones light up this lustrous Alabama Gem. Well struck with a

4824 1937 Boone MS67 PCGS. CAC. A luminous Superb Gem Boone 
beauty with silver-blue toning of varying strength over the interiors 
and green-gold border hues.

4827 1892 Columbian PR65 PCGS. CAC. Proof Columbian halves 
are an interesting (and rare) issue. There were 103 proofs struck 
in 1892 and the striking sequence of these proofs was unusual to 
say the least. The first 100 pieces were proofs, then the 400th 
coin (to commemorate the 400th anniversary of the ‘Discovery’ 
of America), followed by the 1492nd coin, and finally the 1892nd 
coin. An unusual striking order, but one that clearly underscores 
the commemorative nature of the coin. 

As with all proof Columbians the waves, planking, globes, and 
borders are fully detailed. Morgan’s initial, just below the rigging, 
is fully brought up as well. The fields are deeply reflective and the 
coin’s proof status is apparent in spite of the irregular dashes of 
charcoal-gray and blue toning on each side. Strong magnification 
will be required to discern the tiny field marks that keep this Gem 
from an even higher grade.

Dime Planchet, Uniface Obverse—MS63 PCGS. A silver dime 
planchet and a silver quarter planchet were simultaneously fed 
between quarter dies. The dime planchet faced the reverse die, and 
the quarter planchet faced the obverse die. The dime planchet was 
well centered, and thus the reverse legends are nearly complete, 
with the bottom of OLLA missing. The strike stretched the dime 
flan so thin that a weak, ghostly image of the reverse is faintly 
apparent on the side that was indented into the quarter planchet, 
which is not included in the lot. 


90% Silver 1965 Quarter, XF45 
Rare Transitional Alloy Error 



4968 1965 Washington Quarter—Struck on a 90% Silver Planchet— 
XF45 PCGS. Breen-4416, which he calls extremely rare. A 
transitional alloy wrong planchet error, similar to the more famous 
1943 bronze Lincoln cent. In 1965 and early 1966, quarters were 
struck in both silver and copper-nickel format. The silver quarters 
were dated 1964, and the copper-nickel quarters were dated 1965. 
Inevitably, a few of the planchets were diverted to unintended dies, 
such as the present piece. This is a lightly circulated example with 
ample luster and medium tan toning. A curved pinscratch is noted 
near Washington’s nose. (#5878) 


MS62 1964 Fialf Dollar on a 
Clad Quarter Planchet 



4969 1964 Kennedy Half—Struck on a Clad Quarter Planchet— 
MS62 NGC. 5.6 gm. This Kennedy half dollar has two important 
mint errors. It is struck on a quarter planchet, and in an improper 
alloy. 1964'dated halves should be 90% silver instead of the clad 
“sandwich” alloy familiar to present commerce. The centering is 
virtually ideal, since the date is complete save for a sliver of its 
base, and most of the portrait is present, as is the mintmark area left 
of the eagle’s tail. Appropriately, the denomination is completely 
absent.

Silver Kennedy Half Dollar 
Reverse Die Cap, MS63 


4970 (1964) Kennedy Half—Reverse Die Cap, Obverse Obliterated— 
MS63 PCGS. No date visible, though the combination of a 90% 
silver planchet and the lack of a mintmark on the hyper-sharp 
reverse fixes the coin as a 1964. This piece adhered to the reverse 
die and sustained multiple blows from the dies, at least one an 
irregular strike that left a depression on the obverse and caused the 
whole piece to bend or bow out. Not an especially deep die cap, 
but an intriguing one with a prominent “lip” at the upper obverse. 


Off Center 1897 Half Eagle AU55 


4972 1897 Liberty Half Eagle—Off Center—AU55 ANACS. Struck 
slightly off center toward 6 o’clock. The design is intact aside from 
portions of a few dentils, but a broad area of unstruck surface is 
centered at 12 o’clock. The upper reverse rim is significantly raised. 
Although designated AU55 by ANACS, the luster is essentially 
complete, and the only indication of circulation is a few faint 
hairlines in the fields.

Detached Silver Reverse Layer 


4971 1972-S Silver Ike Dollar—Detached Silver Reverse Layer— 
PR63 PCGS. The 40% silver Ike dollars, like the 40% silver 
Kennedy halves of 1965 to 1970, were “sandwich” coins that had 
thin outer layers of 80% silver and an inner core of primarily copper 
alloy. On the present specimen, a portion of the reverse outer layer 
detached after striking, perhaps due to gas trapped within the 
coinage strip between the core and outer layer. The obverse has a 
normal appearance, but the reverse displays the green-gold and rose 
copper core between 1 o’clock and 5:30. The detached reverse layer 
fragment has a nearly straight left edge, and is housed in a separate 
PCGS holder graded PR63 Deep Cameo. The “obverse” of the thin 
reverse fragment exhibits an incused and reversed image, impressed 
through the fragment during the strike. (Total: 2 pieces) 


Dramatic American Eagle One-Ounce Gold 
Type Two Planchet, MS62 


4973 Type Two One-Ounce Gold American Eagle Planchet MS62 
PCGS. A gleaming one-ounce gold planchet with upset rims, 
weight 31 grams to correspond with the American Eagle .900 
fineness rather than the pure gold of the American Buffalo series. 
Lightly marked (hairlined?) with arm’s-length reflectivity on each 
side, though PCGS has certified this error as “Mint State.”

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4974 1963 Assay Commission Medal. MS65 Uncertified. Julian AC-107, R.6. Silver, 57 mm., 2,055 grains. James Madison Hunnicutt, Jr., 
served on the 1963 Assay Commission. He was chairman of the Committee on Assaying. Now a 50 year ANA member, he served with such 
numismatic notables as Matthew Rothert, Elston Bradfield, Mrs. Oscar Dodson, and Leonard Stark. Hunnicutt was nominated by Senator 
Albert Gore, Sr. At the time he served as general manager of the Nashville Parking Board. Perhaps a one of a kind archive, the Hunnicutt 
Collection contains several items that are seldom seen on an individual basis. The following inventory of individual items is presented in 
approximate chronological order: 

1. John F. Kennedy. Western Union Telegram, dated February 7, 1963. “I shall shortly sign your commission appointing you a 
member of the Annual Assay Commission. It gives me a great deal of pleasure to do this, and I want at the same time to send you 
this message to tell you how delighted I am that you are going to be able to serve.” 

2. The Nashville Tennessean newspaper article and photograph, published February 8, 1963. “Hunnicutt’s 1-Day Job Payless.” 

3. Assay Commission Appointment Certificate, dated February 13, 1963. The approximately 11” x 14” certificate is hand-signed, 
probably a secretarial signature on behalf of President Kennedy. 

4. Time Table for the 1963 U.S. Assay Commission. Notes in Hunnicutt’s hand are written on the Time Table form. Other blank 
forms are included. 

5. Name sign for Mr. Hunnicutt. 

6. 1963 Proof Set with envelope signed by Mint Director Eva Adams. Each coin is a wonderful Gem or finer specimen, most 
with bold cameo contrast. 

7. Bureau of the Mint. Annual Assay Commission, 1963. This 15 chapter book provides detailed information necessary to con¬ 
duct the assay work. Proceedings of the 1962 Assay Commission are included. 

8. Philadelphia Inquirer photograph published February 14, 1963. Shown are Michael H. Sura, Eva Adams, and Matthew 
Rothert, with a tote bin of coins reserved for the assay. 

9. Michael H. Sura Letter Dated March 11, 1963. A reply to Hunnicutt’s letter to Sura thanking him and his staff for their cour¬ 
tesy during his visit. 

10a. Proceedings of the Annual Assay Commission, 1963. The report tells the findings of the commission and its various 
committees. 

10b. Eva Adams, Cover Letter Dated March 20, 1963. The letter from Eva Adams, and signed by her, transmitted the proceed¬ 
ings book. 

11. 1963 Assay Commission Silver Medal, case, and box. Silver. 57 mm. 2,055 grains. The obverse depicts Treasury Secretary C. 
Douglas Dillon. The reverse shows a scene of Assay Commission members. J. MADISON HUNNICUTT, JR. is inscribed on 
the edge. The medal is pristine with antique gray surfaces. The outer box is signed by Gilroy Roberts who designed the obverse, 
and Frank Gasparro who designed the reverse.

Massive Gold 1976 U.S. Mint Bicentennial Medal 
16.8 Ounces, #141 of 424, MS68 



4975 1976 U.S. Mint 16.8 Ounce Gold Bicentennial Medal MS68 
NGC. 75 mm. Private ownership of gold in the U.S., banned 
by Franklin Roosevelt’s executive order in 1933, was restored on 
December 31, 1974 by Public Law 93-373. While the measure was 
presented to President Richard Nixon for approval or veto, he 
resigned the presidency before signing; the law was signed instead 
by Gerald Ford on August 14, 1974. 

The Bicentennial of the Revolution had many numismatic 
observations, but few were so grand as the mammoth 16.8-ounce 
gold medals issued by the U.S. Mint in 1976 for the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Administration. The gold Bicentennial 
Medals are among the rarest modern Mint issues. Just 424 of 
the medals were sold, unsurprising in light of vast gold content 
contained in them, and of those sold, many were melted in the 
great run-up of the gold price in 1979-1980. This medal, marked 
#141 on the edge (not visible in holder), is one of the few survivors. 
Its broad butter-yellow surfaces are nearly untouched, and the 
sculptural depth is magnificent. An important piece of modern 
Mint history. 


Rare White Metal 1826 Erie Canal Medal, HK-1 



4976 1826 Erie Canal Completion Medal, HK-1, R.6, Uncertified. 

White metal, 45mm. This important medal opens the classic 
Hibler-Kappen reference, and marks the completion of the Erie 
Canal, or the “Union of the Erie with the Atlantic” as the obverse 
legend states. Ground was broken for the Canal project on July 4, 
1817 and was completed October 26, 1825. This medal was issued 
by the City of New York with dies by Charles Cushing Wright and 
designs by Archibald Robertson. Dove-gray fields exhibit expected 
granularity. White luster brightens protected areas. Uncirculated 
with no evidence of friction, but a horizontal pinscratch crosses the 
obverse field at elbow level with Pan and Poseidon. The original 
box of issue accompanies. It is in VF to XF condition with charming, 
unfaded paper inlays.

The medal was awarded to a St. John’s School, possibly 
the one in Elgin, IL, though the reason for the award is not given.

4981 1880-CC 8/7 Reverse of 1878 MS64 NGC. VAM-7. The minor 
overdate, but nonetheless an intriguing example. The lustrous 
obverse has cloud-gray toning, while the reverse is slightly lighter 
in hue. Band-certified in the GSA holder of issue, no box or 
certificate.(#7110) 

4982 1881 -CC MS63 NGC. CAC. Well-defined with bright and frosted 
luster. Bold bands of olive and blue-plum toning appear at the right 
obverse and the center and right reverse. Band-certified in the GSA 
holder of issue, no cardboard box or papers. (#7126) 

4983 1881-CC MS65 NGC. What the GSA called “tarnish” when it 
offered this Gem is actually a crescent of attractive pumpkin-orange 
and blue-green toning around the upper right reverse. This lustrous 
and well struck beauty is band-certified in the holder of issue with 
outer box and two information cards.(#7126) 

4984 1882-CC MS65 NGC. An essentially brilliant and well struck 
Carson City Gem that shows just a few small splashes of peripheral 
peach toning. Band-certified in the GSA holder of issue, no 
cardboard box or papers.(#7134) 

4985 1883-CC MS65 Deep Prooflike NGC. Simply astounding 
silver-white reflectivity in the fields. A single spot of dark 
toning at Liberty’s temple and the well-defined hair nearby is 
the only hint of color. Comes with outer box but no certificate. 
(#97145) 

4986 1884-CC MS66 NGC. Bright silver overall with gold and orange 
toning at the upper and right obverse and a green-tinged echo 
at the lower reverse. This well struck Premium Gem is band- 
certified in the holder of issue and comes with outer box and one 
information slip. (#7152) 


4987 1884-CC MS66 NGC. “Important: This coin has never been 
placed in circulation by the U.S. Government. However, due to 
its heavy scratches or tarnish it was culled out of the ‘Uncirculated’ 
category and was offered in a special category (‘Mixed Carson 
City’) at a $15.00 minimum bid price.” So reads one of the two 
cards included in this lot, but we suspect that the winning bidder 
did not mind receiving this Premium Gem! Light gold and peach 
patina appears at parts of the margins, but the surfaces are generally 
bright otherwise.

A shining example that shows a kiss 
of gold at the margins of an otherwise silver-white coin. Band- 
certified in the GSA holder of issue. Box and information card, no

The “Spitting 
Eagle,” seen here as brilliant save for a few dots of cloudy gray 
toning scattered in the fields. Band-certified in the GSA holder of 
issue with outer box but no papers.(#7206) 

4998 1903-0 GSA Soft Pack MS62 NGC. Treasury releases made 
the 1903-0 Morgan dollar, once a former rarity, more accessible 
to collectors. This MS62 example is pouch-certified by NGC in 
the original GSA soft pack with blue envelope also included. The 
obverse is faintly toned with horizontal scrapes and abrasions at the 
lower left and center, while the reverse has a cleaner appearance.

Early Small Cent Pattern 



4999 1836 Two Cents, Judd-53, Pollock-54, Low R.6, Genuine PCGS. 
Proof. Ex: Denali. The PCGS number ending in .97 suggests 
Environmental Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, 
that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin 
has the details of an XF specimen with environmental damage that 
has been cleaned. The first pattern two cent design. The obverse 
shows a small eagle that stands on a cloud, reminiscent of 1796 
silver coinage. The reverse has the denomination widely spaced 
within a peripheral laurel wreath. Struck in billon with a reeded 
edge. Dark gray and somewhat granular with hairlines on the 
central reverse field. 


1838 Pattern Half Dollar, Judd-73, PR64 
An Apparent Early Restrike 


5000 1838 Half Dollar, Judd-73, Pollock-77, R.5, PR64 NGC. The 

obverse, once attributed to Chief Engraver William Kneass, is 
more likely the work of assistant Christian Gobrecht. It depicts a 
large draped bust of Liberty facing left. A level flying eagle faces 
left, dominating the reverse. This apparent restrike has three die 
cracks on the reverse. This most likely places it as one of the earlier 
restrikes, as later restrikes show as many as five cracks and die rust 
(not apparent here). The hairlined surfaces are mostly brilliant 
with light russet toning around the margins. (#11285) 


5001 1851 One Cent, Judd-127 Original, Pollock-149, Low R.6, 
PR Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in 94 suggests 
altered surfaces as the reason, or one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of a PR60 specimen that has been lightly cleaned. Struck 
on a perforated annular planchet. The obverse has CENT above 
and ONE TENTH SILVER below. The reverse shows a wreath of 
laurel around the second, larger ring with the legend UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA outside. Struck in billon with a plain 
edge. This coin represents an early attempt to design a small cent 
to replace the large copper cents that had served in commerce since 
1793. The surfaces display light gray patina overall with occasional 
patches of deeper gray. (#11545) 


Appealing 1858 Flying Eagle Cent Pattern

5002 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-193, Pollock-236, R.5, PR64 
NGC. The obverse is struck from the Small Letters 1858 Indian 
cent die, while the reverse shows an oak wreath with ornamental 
shield at top. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. This lively 
pinkish-red near-Gem offers abundant eye appeal and seems free of 
evident contact or carbon. A squiggly strikethrough appears near 
the obverse rim at 7:30. A single dark toning fleck is noted above 
the Tin CENT. (#11844) 
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1858 Pattern Cent With The Design of 1859 
Judd-208, Copper-Nickel, MS62 


5003 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-208, Pollock-259, R.4, MS62 PCGS. 
The obverse has the date centered rather than low with the rounded 
bust of 1860 and later issues. The reverse has a laurel wreath with 
five-leaf clusters. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. A 
common pattern that is popular as a transitional issue. This is the 
design of 1859 and was sold as part of a 12-piece set to collectors. 
The bright copper-nickel surfaces lack the finish in the fields of 
a proof, and the surfaces show a few spots of carbon and contact 
marks.

Possibly the First U.S. Commemorative 



5202 1848 CAL. MS61 NGC. To commemorate the historic 
events of the California Gold Rush, a special coinage of quarter 
eagles was produced from the first shipment of gold bullion 
to arrive at the Philadelphia Mint from the gold fields. The 
shipment provided 230 ounces of the precious metal, which was 
transformed into 1,389 regular-issue quarter eagles, each coin 
bearing the inscription “CAL.” above the eagle’s head on the 
reverse. 

The issue was immediately popular as a souvenir of the 
most important economic event of the pre-Civil War era. An 
example was featured in the Roper Sale (M. Thomas & Sons, 
2/1851), considered to be the first real coin auction held in the 
United States. Early auction listings often described the coins 
as proofs, as in lot 2812 of the Sixth Semi-Annual Sale (W. 
Elliot Woodward, 3/1865): 

“1848 Brilliant proof, having on the reverse Cal., to indi¬ 
cate that it was coined from the first gold of California 
received that year, excessively rare .“ 

Modern research disputes these early listings. To quote Jeff 
Garrett and Ron Guth, “However, modern study has revealed 
that all were struck from the same pair of dies at the same time 
and that the dies had a Prooflike, not Proof, finish.” 

Regardless of their status as proof or business-strike issues, 
the coins are among the most attractive examples of U.S. 
coinage ever issued, and collectors of many disciplines pursue 
the date avidly. Many commemorative enthusiasts consider the 
1848 CAL. quarter eagle the first U.S. commemorative coin, 
while type collectors consider it a one-year type coin. Of course, 
Liberty Head quarter eagle specialists include the issue in their 
sets, as well. Experts estimate fewer than 75 examples of this 
rare issue survive today in all grades. The 1848 CAL. quarter 
eagle is listed as one of the 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. 

The present coin is an impressive Mint State example, 
with reflective yellow-gold surfaces on the reverse and hints 
of light green on the obverse. All design elements are sharply 
detailed, and there are discernable elements of field-device 
contrast present, though not enough for a Cameo designation. 
Outstanding eye appeal and unparalleled historic interest make 
this coin a “must have” for the advanced collector.

This charming quarter eagle type coin has 
satin luster and blended olive-gold and apricot toning. The lower

Pale orange-gold toning graces this 
shimmering Denver Mint Indian type coin. The obverse is well 
preserved, and the reverse field has only trivial grazes. The strike

San Francisco would join the fray—and then only 
intermittently—in the following year, 1855. While the mintage 
of the 1854-0 is 20 times that of the 1854-D—24,000 pieces 
compared to 1,120—the 1854-0 is nonetheless elusive in higher 
grades. This near-Mint State piece shows just a minor touch of rub 
on the highest points, with medium yellow-gold surfaces and a few 
light scuffs consistent with a short spate in circulation. The reverse 
displays some clash marks from the obverse, and a small dotlike 
indent in the left reverse field, near the rim, appears to be a mint- 
made planchet flaw.

5277 1855 AU50 NGC. A delightful AU example of this popular 
issue, relatively common for type collectors, yet a desirable part of 
a complete date collection. This example is satiny with hints of

5278 1855 MS63 PCGS. The three dollar gold piece proved unpopular 
with the public, and mintages were sharply down in 1855. Coins 
in Select Mint State condition are scarce today, and anything finer 
is rare. The present coin displays brightly reflective greenish-gold 
fields and well struck devices. Eye appeal is outstanding. Population: 
53 in 63, 23 finer (8/10). (#7972) 


Attractive 1855-S Three Dollar, XF45 



5279 1855-S XF45 PCGS. CAC. The surfaces blend light orange-gold 
with pale olive-green toning. Both sides have traces of reflective 
luster. The 1855-S is one of just four collectible S-mint threes, 
discounting the unique 1870-S as a noncollectible issue. Population: 
33 in 45, 30 finer (8/10). (#7973) 


Shining MS61 1856 Three Dollar 



5280 1856 MS61 PCGS. CAC. In 1856, just 26,010 three dollar gold 
pieces were struck at Philadelphia, a smaller total than that year 
saw at San Francisco. More P-mint pieces were saved, however, and 
it is the mother Mint’s coins that are more available in Mint State 
today. This MS61 example has wispy abrasions and several luster 
scrapes, but the yellow-gold fields offer lovely texture and shine 
otherwise. Softly struck on the bow of the wreath. (#7974) 


5281 1856-S VF35 PCGS. Small S. The Small S mintmark variety is 
rare relative to the usually seen Medium S. This evenly circulated 
example lacks noteworthy marks and has attractive apricot-gold 
color overall with elements of peach.(#7975) 

5282 1857 XF45 PCGS. An attractive, lightly circulated example with 
pale green patina over yellow surfaces. The 1857 is a plentiful issue 
in the three dollar series.(#7976) 

5283 1857 AU55 NGC. Distinctly rubbed on the high points but 
with considerable luster remaining in wheat-gold fields. Lightly 
marked but attractive for this issue of just over 20,000 pieces. 
(#7976) 


5284 1858—Scratches—NGC Details. AU. Heavy scratches in the 
peripheral areas, especially on the obverse, are the attempt of some 
mis-guided sole to remove the dark patina that adheres to the 
surface. (#7978) 


Near-Mint 1860 Three Dollar Gold 




5285 1860 AU58 NGC. The 1860 three dollar gold piece boasts a 
small mintage of 7,036 pieces, and most examples seen are in lower 
circulated grades. The present coin is an attractive near-Mint 
specimen, with prooflike greenish-gold surfaces. The devices are 
well detailed, and only slight touches of wear are evident. Census: 
91 in 58, 78 finer (8/10). (#7980) 


Choice XF 1860-S Three Dollar 




5286 1860-S XF45 PCGS. While 7,000 pieces were originally minted, 
only 4,408 examples of this scarce issue escaped the mint since 
2,592 coins were eventually melted. Except for one abrasion left of 
the 3 in the denomination, this coin is exceptional for the grade 
with few marks and rich apricot-gold toning. Certainly a collectible 
issue that is infrequently seen above the XF45 level.

The reported mintage was 7,000 pieces, 
but Q. David Bowers believes 2,592 examples were melted, leaving 
a net total of 4,408 coins. Approximately 100 specimens survive 
today in all grades. The present coin is an attractive example, with 
sharp details and strong mint luster. Only slight traces of wear show 
on the design elements. Census: 13 in 50, 48 finer (7/10). (#7981) 
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1861 Three Dollar Gold, AU58 
Low-Mintage Civil War Date 



5288 1861 AU58 NGC. A small mintage of 5,959 three dollar gold 
pieces was achieved at the Philadelphia Mint in 1861, the first year 
of the Civil War. Near-Mint examples are definitely scarce today, 
and Mint State coins are rare. The present coin is a sharply detailed 
example, showing only minimal signs of wear on the headdress 
plumes. The surfaces are a pleasing greenish-gold color and show 
few abrasions for the grade. Census: 63 in 58, 58 finer (7/10).

5289 1862—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. A minorly 
rubbed example of this Civil War date, lightly abraded with a 
pinscratch on the cheek.

5290 1871 MS61 NGC. From a minuscule mintage of 1,300 pieces, the 
1871 three dollar gold piece is surprisingly available in lower grades, 
but coins in Mint State condition are rare. The present attractive 
example exhibits reflective, prooflike fields, with light yellow-gold 
color. The strike is typically a little soft on Liberty’s hair and 18 of 
the date. The surfaces are minimally abraded for the grade. Census:

5291 1874 AU55 NGC. Ample reflective luster remains in light yellow- 
gold fields. A modestly rubbed example of this popular type issue, 
minimally abraded save for a few pinpoint flaws in the portrait area.

A briefly circulated example of this popular 
type issue, mostly lustrous through the yellow-orange fields with a 
few isolated spots of wear.

Gorgeous honey-gold luster remains on both 
sides of this lovely near-Mint example, housed in a green-label 
PCGS holder. The 1874 is one of the most plentiful issues in the

Although 
lightly hairlined, this is an attractive and desirable example of the 
ever popular three dollar denomination. (#7998) 


1877 Three Dollar Gold, AU50 
Mintage 1,468 Business Strikes 



5295 1877 AU50 PCGS. From a tiny mintage of 1,468 coins, the 1877 
three dollar gold piece is one of the key dates in the series. Probably 
no more than 100-110 examples survive today in all grades, and 
Mint State specimens are very rare. At the AU50 level, PCGS 
and NGC combined have certified only eight coins (8/10). The 
present coin is an attractive specimen, with reflective orange-gold 
surfaces, highlighted by shades of rose color. The devices are well 
struck, with slight wear showing on the hair and headdress plumes. 
A scattering of minor abrasions on both sides is consistent with 
the grade. The pleasing color and luster combine to create intense 
visual appeal. (#7999) 


5296 1878 AU55 NGC. A briefly circulated example of this popular 
three dollar type issue, pale yellow-gold with considerable remaining 
luster. The most significant abrasion appears to the left of the date.

5297 1878 AU58 NGC. Although substantial luster brightens each side, 
slight wear is noted on the forehead and shoulder curl. No field 
marks are consequential. The reverse displays minor die doubling 
on the right borders of the right-side cotton leaves. The upper loops

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1878 Three Dollar Gold, MS64 
A Terrific Type Coin 


5298 1878 MS64 NGC. CAC. The 1878 is the last of the trio of great 
high-mintage type coins within the Indian Princess three dollar gold 
series, along with the 1854 and 1874- The sumptuous, coruscating 
luster on this piece is typical for the issue. The coloration is yellow- 
gold with glints of pink in the crevices, adding to the appeal, and 
there are no mentionable signs of contact. (#8000) 


Charming MS 62 Proof like 1882 Three Dollar 



5299 1882 MS62 Prooflike NGC. Unsurprisingly for this issue of just 
1,500 business strikes, many survivors are Prooflike, including this 
MS62 example. Pale yellow-gold surfaces are lightly abraded but 
strongly reflective. A single small copper spot appears in the space 
between the ribbon ends. Census: 5 in 62 Prooflike, 11 finer (8/10).

Gem 1883 Three Dollar Gold 
Mintage 900 Circulation Strikes 




5300 1883 MS65 NGC. The 1883 three dollar gold issue is practically 
a poster child for low mintages, produced to the extent of only a 
memorably low 900 coins. Bowers writes in his series reference that 
low mintage figure has “made it a numismatic attraction for a long 
time” and that a good percentage of those coins survive, mostly in 
AU. 

The present Gem example, however, is in a markedly different 
class. NGC has certified only seven examples at that level including 
this coin, with none finer, while PCGS has graded four Gems, 
with two finer (8/10). Rich luster radiates from the orange-gold 
surfaces on both sides, which are well-impressed although not quite 
fully struck. Only a couple of minuscule ticks on Liberty’s cheek 
may prevent an even finer grade, but the eye appeal is close to 
unimprovable. (#8005) 
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Seldom-Seen 1885 Three Dollar Gold, MS64 



5301 1885 MS64 NGC. Ex: Princess Collection. The 1885 three dollar 
gold had the memorably low mintage of 801 business strikes. That 
total puts it at the second-lowest of the entire series—behind the 
1881, with 500 circulation strikes—and one of only three sub- 
1,000-coin productions of business strikes in the entire series, with 
the 1883 at 900 coins. (Of course, the 1875 and 1876 threes were 
proof-only issues, with no business strikes at all produced.) This 
near-Gem is one of 16 so graded at NGC, with but four examples 
finer (8/10). The surfaces are medium yellow-gold for the most part, 
deepening to orange-gold on the high points and the obverse fields. 
There are scarcely any mentionable signs of contact, although we 
note a small dark toning spot at the chin line. A well-struck and 
eminently collectible example of this seldom-seen issue. (#8007) 


Mint State 1888 Three Dollar Gold 
With Excellent Luster 


5302 1888 MS61 NGC. The next-to-last three dollar gold issue, 
produced to the extent of 5,000 pieces. This survivor is nonetheless 
on the low end of the several hundred that exist today, squirreled 
away by knowledgeable collectors and dealers of the era. This MS61 
example displays medium orange-gold surfaces with excellent 
luster and a few light ticks and hairlines that preclude a finer grade.

Smooth 1889 Three Dollar, MS64 


5303 1889 MS64 NGC. There was never much demand for the three 
dollar denomination, although Philadelphia dutifully struck limited 
numbers annually for 36 years. The series came to an end in 1889, 
the same year as did the gold dollar, which bore similar designs. 
Today, gold collectors are grateful for the series, which is readily 
collectible aside from the 1854'D, the unique 1870-S, and a trio 
of proof-only issues. The present series example has substantial 
luster and rich apricot toning. Smooth save for a single faded mark 
through the O in DOLLAR. Census: 56 in 64, 22 finer (8/10).

Impeccable 1889 Three Dollar Gold, MS66+ 



5304 1889 MS66+ PCGS. The 1889 three dollar gold pieces are the last 
of their breed, and this piece is among the best of the lot. Both the 
three dollar and one dollar gold denominations breathed their last 
in 1889, and fortunately, many examples were saved for posterity. 
But the last-year mintage of three dollar coins was a minuscule 
2,300 pieces, compared to nearly 29,000 one dollar gold coins. 

Bowers estimates that 200 to 250 examples of the 1889 three 
dollar gold survive today in Mint State. This pristine MS66+ coin, 
as certified by PCGS, is the only one so graded, and there are only 
two MS67 PCGS pieces finer (8/10). The impeccable medium 
orange-gold surfaces on both sides are free of even the most remote 
distraction. The strike is extremely bold if not quite full. These 
Plus-graded coins are bringing strong prices at auction, and this 
piece should provide an interesting auction experience when it 
comes under the gavel. (#8011) 
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PROOF THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


Rare Proof-Only 1876 Three Dollar Gold 
Notable Series Rarity, PR64 Cameo 



5305 1876 PR64 Cameo NGC. The 1876 three dollar gold, like 
the 1875 three, is a proof-only issue, produced in an unknown 
quantity estimated at 45 coins, according to the Guide Book. 
The coinage of 1876 is a predilection for some collectors 
interested in America’s Centennial, and proof gold collectors 
will find their specialty intersecting with that in this delightful 
1876 three dollar gold, certified PR64 Cameo. 

Any proof three dollar gold piece is a rarity—even more so 
than 19th century proof gold in general—and as a proof-only 
issue, the 1876 approaches the status of “legendary rarity.” For 
the hardy collectors assembling a complete year set of three 
dollar gold coins, for the 1875 and 1876 issues, a proof must be 
chosen. No business strikes exist. 

Q. David Bowers, estimating a proof mintage of 65-75 coins, 
writes in The United States $3 Gold Pieces 1854-1889 concerning 
the 1876 proof threes: 

“The 1876 $3 is in essence deja vu 1875 all over again. 
Only Proofs were struck, no coins at all for circula¬ 
tion. The Mint stated that just 45 were made, but many 
numismatists believe that a few more were coined and 
not reported. Similar to the 1875, the 1876 is a famous 
rarity. Indeed, it is the second-rarest Philadelphia Mint 
three dollar coin, but is not the rarest Proof. ” 

Garrett and Guth go a step further, enumerating two 
deliveries of 20 and 25 proofs in February and June 1876, 
respectively, then adding that “an unknown number of 
additional Proofs were made at an unknown date from a 
different obverse die.” Regardless of the exact number produced, 
the issue is in great demand for all of the reasons cited above. 

This near-Gem Cameo proof is sure to incite spirited bidding 
when it crosses the auction block. It keeps company in this 
series with other important rarities, not only the very rare 1875 
proofs but also the unique 1870-S. The surfaces are medium 
orange-yellow, with tremendous reflectivity and field-device 
contrast. The strike is full throughout both sides. For pedigree 
purposes we note a couple of tiny ticks behind the head, and 
a thin mark in the left obverse field, below the N of UNITED. 
These minuscule contact marks are well within the confines 
of the near-Gem grade and fail to dampen the enormous eye 
appeal. This splendid piece represents an important opportunity 
for several different collector specialties. Census: 11 in 64

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1887 Three Dollar Gold Piece, PR45 
Mint Error, Medallic Alignment 


5306 1887 PR45 NGC. Only 160 proof 1887 three dollar gold pieces 
were minted in 1887. Curiously, examples are known with the 
obverse and reverse dies oriented in four different variations. The 
present coin is oriented in medal fashion, with the obverse and 
reverse dies aligned in parallel. The present coin shows only light 
wear on the design elements, and much of the reflective proof 
surface remains in sheltered areas around the devices. (#8051) 


Reflective 1888 Three Dollar, PR58 


5308 1888 PR58 PCGS. The mintage of proof three dollar gold coins 
was 291 pieces in 1888, extremely small in absolute terms, but 
still the largest proof total for the series. Examples are scarce-to- 
rare in all grades today, with about half the mintage surviving in 
recognizable proof format. The present coin has brightly reflective 
surfaces, with light greenish-gold color and sharply detailed devices. 
Population: 6 in 58, 87 finer (8/10). (#8052) 






Dazzling Near-Gem Cameo Proof 
1887 Three Dollar Gold 



5307 1887 PR64 Cameo PCGS Secure. CAC. Proof three dollar gold 
pieces are extremely rare as a whole, although some of the later- 
series issues, such as the present 1887-dated specimen, are a bit 
more accessible. With a mintage of 160 pieces, the 1887 ranks as 
second-highest amid the entire group, behind only the 1888. The 
present near-Gem Cameo example offers rich orange-gold color. 
The obverse fields show some light, grade-limiting hairlines, but 
the reverse is hairline-free and displays a pronounced orange-peel 
effect. The field-device contrast is strong, and there are no singular 
marks. Population: 4 in 64 Cameo, 11 finer (8/10). (#88051)

1879 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1635, AU Details 




5309 1879 Flowing Flair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3 — 
Repaired, Harshly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. Ask any 

advanced numismatist what obverse design types exist for the 
1879 Stellas, and he or she will promptly and correctly answer 
“Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair.” The latter, rarer design is by 
George T. Morgan, the former is by William Barber. But ask 
that same numismatist what obverse design types exist for the 
1879 Flowing Hair Stellas, and you will likely be answered by 
puzzled silence. The correct answer is: “Large Head or Small 
Head.” 

This may appear to be a trick question—and if Stellas are 
considered to be only the gold pieces, it is. But Stellas are properly 
the pattern design type, although any proper description of a 
nongold Stella would make mention of it. Nonetheless, there 
does exist a single unique Stella struck in copper, Judd-1636a, 
which has the Small Head obverse design subtype. It is listed 
as Judd-1636a, Pollock-1837, and traces its provenance to the 
Harlan P. Smith sale of 1906, lot 1447 (it has been gilded since). 

The two types are easily distinguished: The Small Head has 
the bust tip pointing to the top of the 1 in the date, while the 
Large Head (normal 1879 Flowing Hair variety) has the tip 
pointing to star 1. The headband on Liberty’s head touches 
(nearly) a 7 in the peripheral legends of the Small Head, while 
the headband touches a star on the Large Head. Both varieties 
are shown side-by-side on USPatterns.com, with a notation 
that they both hail from the 1974 Rio Rancho Estate sale 
(Superior, 10/1974). 

Nothing is known about whence the Small Head variant 
derives, and as the Judd reference says, “the variation is not 
widely differentiated in the literature and is often grouped 
with the [Large Head] varieties listed above.” One can only 
imagine what price a Small Head gold 1879 Flowing Hair Stella 
would fetch, in the unlikely event that one were ever to surface. 
Amazingly, even in the Rio Rancho sale cited above, the two 
design subtypes were not distinguished, and the unique copper 
Judd-1636a sold for $5,000—the same as its presale estimate. 

This is one of the more affordable Stellas on the market. The 
surfaces are slightly wavy from repair, especially in the center 
of the obverse. Both sides are bright orange-gold and obviously 
hairlined. The surfaces otherwise show minimal contact marks. 
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EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5310 1802/1 PCGS Genuine. Breen-6440, BD-7, R.5. The PCGS 
number ending in .92 suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps 
one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In 
our opinion, this coin has the details of an XF specimen that has 
been cleaned with light scratches. This piece has bright green-gold 
surfaces with some slight roughness on each side. 

5311 1802/1—Mount Removed—NGC Details. VF. Breen-6440, 
BD-2, High R.4. An oval mount was removed from the eagle’s 
breast. The obverse is harshly cleaned. The reverse is whizzed and 
cleaned. The coin appears slightly bent. A collectible example of 
this scarce early gold type.(#8083) 


Near-Mint BD-2 1802/1 Five Dollar 



5312 1802/1 AU58 NGC. Breen-6440, BD-2, High R.4. This variety 
has the low overdate obverse with an extensively cracked reverse. 
Eight different varieties are known for the 1802 half eagle coinage, 
and all are 1802 over 1 overdates; however, these are from two 
distinctly different obverse dies. The first obverse die, seen here, 
has the final digit about centered between the bust and the border. 
The other obverse die has the top of the digit 2 touching the 
drapery. This is a pleasing example with lightly reflective fields and 
attractive greenish-gold coloration. Minor friction and a few old, 
faint pinscratches are visible, but overall, this attractive half eagle 
is highly desirable. (#8083) 


1802/1 Capped Bust Right Half Eagle 
Popular Overdate, BD-8, Uncirculated Details 


5313 1802/1—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Unc. Breen-6440, 
BD-8, R.4. A large mintage of 53,176 half eagles was accomplished 
in 1802, with eight die varieties known for the date. The present 
coin is a representative of the BD-8 variety, with the 2 touching 
the bust and the last S in STATES positioned over the far right of 
a cloud. The BD-8 variety probably accounts for 10,000 -15,000 
pieces of the original mintage, with an estimated 150-200 examples 
known today. The present coin is an attractive example of this 
early gold issue, in spite of the cleaning noted on the holder. The 
devices are sharply struck and the surfaces are lustrous and lightly 
abraded. (#8083) 

5314 1803/2—Mount Removed—NGC Details. VF. Breen-6441, 
BD-4, R.4. Once considered a major rarity in the series, the BD-4 
variety now ranks among the most common die pairs of the date. 
All four known varieties are overdates, from two different obverse 
dies.(#8084) 

5315 1803/2—Mount Removed—NGC Details. VF. Breen-6441, 
BD-4, R.4. The edge near 12 o’clock shows the dark remnants of 
solder where the piece was once attached to jewelry. A bit bright 
and glossy from cleaning and handling, but all major design details 
remain apparent. (#8084) 
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Choice 1805 Capped Bust Right Half Eagle 
Popular Type Coin, BD-1 Variety 
Only Four Coins Certified Finer 



5316 1805 MS64 NGC. Close Date, Breen-6445, BD-1, High 
R.3. A substantial mintage of 33,183 half eagles was achieved 
in 1805, with five die varieties known for the date. The 
present coin is a representative of the Close Date BD-1 variety, 
characterized by the perfect numeral 1 in the date, the close 
positioning of the letters IT in UNITED and the leaf touching 
I in AMERICA. John Dannreuther believes the BD-1 variety 
accounts for 10,000-15,000 pieces of the original mintage, as it 
is the most available of the five die varieties today. Perhaps 175- 
225 specimens survive in all grades, with most examples seen in 
circulated or lower Mint State grades. The issue can be located 
in MS62 or MS63 without too much difficulty, making the date 
a popular choice for type collectors. As might be expected with 
coins from this era, examples in Choice Mint State condition 
are rare, and anything finer is virtually unobtainable. Current 
population data reveals NGC has certified 23 specimens in 
MS64, with only two finer, while PCGS has graded 17 examples 
at the Choice level, again with two finer (8/10). 

The 1805 half eagle has always been popular with collectors, 
and its auction history extends back to the A.C. Cline Sale 
(M. Thomas & Sons, 6/1855), when an example was offered as 
lot 180. Students of the series began to differentiate between 
the different die varieties as early as 1885, when a Close Date 
specimen was offered as lot 900 of the Randal Collection 
(Woodward, 7/1885), “1805 No. 2; close date, figures touch, 
fine.” The date has enjoyed increasing popularity in recent 
years, as knowledge of the series has grown. 

The coin offered here is a marvelous Choice Mint State 
example, with pleasing greenish-gold surfaces and abundant 
mint luster. The striking details are sharp for an early gold 
issue, with fine detail present in Liberty’s hair and the feathers 
on the eagle’s breast. A few light adjustment marks on the 
bust can be detected with the naked eye, but it requires close 
examination with a loupe to detect the marks hidden in the 
details of the cap. Aside from these mint-made blemishes, the 
surfaces are remarkably free of distractions. One shallow scratch 
in the obverse field is the only mentionable flaw. Few examples 
of early U.S. gold coinage can match the eye appeal of this 
magnificent specimen. We expect intense competition from 
type collectors and early gold specialists alike when this lot is 
called. (#8088) 
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Well Defined 1806 Half Eagle 
Round Top 6, 7x6 Stars, BD-6 


5317 1806 Round Top 6, 7x6 Stars Genuine PCGS. Breen-6448, 
BD-6, R.2. The PCGS number ending in .94 suggests Altered 
Surfaces as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of an AU specimen that has tooled fields. This early half 
eagle has minimal wear and substantial canary-gold luster. The 
coin appears to have been dipped in a solution that has left its 
surfaces mildly subdued and glossy. 

5318 1806 Round Top 6, 7x6 Stars—Scratches—NGC Details. VG. 
Breen-6448, BD-6, R.2. This well worn Heraldic Eagle five has 
straw-gold color and a number of faint, short obverse pinscratches 
that many observers will find acceptable for the grade.

Unlisted Bass-Dannreuther Die State. The Wide 5D is slightly 
more common than the BD-3 Normal 5D 1808, which together 
constitute the only two nonoverdate varieties of the year. The 
Bass-Dannreuther reference notes that Harry W. Bass, Jr. only 
owned two examples. But the more interesting comment is this 
one: 

“This variety is the first early gold coin that seems to 
have a single die state for both dies for the entire pro¬ 
duction run. Because it is estimated that possibly 20,000 
coins of this variety were struck, this is remarkable. The 
obverse die was lapped to remove prior clashing, while 
the reverse die remains perfect throughout the striking 
period.” 

On most examples the obverse die was lapped, apparently 
from an early clash that left faint traces—the small triangle 
shape below the earlobe, the faint scroll mark below the drapery, 
both visible in the Bass-Dannreuther photo. Yet this coin is 
boldly clashed, with both top and bottom borders of the scroll 
seen in the date area, and portions of E PLURIBUS UNUM 
visible inside the scroll. 

The reverse die as embodied on this piece is hardly ‘“perfect 
throughout the striking period”; rather, it shows bold clashing 
that outlines much of Liberty’s portrait all around the reverse. 
Much of 1808 can be made out in the area around ES O. 

This piece is sharply struck overall, with rich reddish-gold 
patina and superior luster. Numerous small abrasions scattered 
over each side account for the grade, and a couple of wispy 
semicircular marks appear in the left obverse field. 

As a scintillating example of a die state that is apparently 
previously unknown, this piece should provide many rewards

This AU coin is at the upper end of certified survivors, 
even though a small handful of higher-grade pieces exist. (Garrett 
and Guth note that the certified populations are skewed by the 
former holdings of Harry Bass, who owned six high-grade examples 
that were all “sold into strong hands.”)

While this Half-Eagle was 
always considered a scarce item, it was only until just three 
or four years ago when its real rarity was realized. Mr. Geiss 
purchased this coin of me in 1943 for $150.00, when this 
coin was then listed in the Standard Catalog at $25.00. In 
March of 1944 a specimen appeared at auction where its 
estimated value was given as $75.00, but it brought no less 
than $225.00. In December of the same year, 1944, another 
specimen appeared at auction and it brought $375.00, and 
the last specimen which appeared at auction was in Janu¬ 
ary of 1946, where a similar specimen brought no less than 
$475.00 ... I bespeak for this coin a great future in value.” 

The 1929 remains a scarce date in all Mint State grades, and 
is prized by series enthusiasts today. The present coin is a pleasing 
Select specimen, with sharp striking details throughout. The 
surfaces are attractive orange-gold, with hints of rose. Mint luster 
is strong and eye appeal is outstanding. A few shallow abrasions on 
both sides account for the grade. (#8533)

5427 1799—Plugged, Scratched—NGC Details. Fine. Small Stars, 
Breen-6840, BD-7, R.3.

The present coin represents the available BD-7 variety, with the 
numerals 17 tilted right in the date, and star 13 away from the 
ribbon on the reverse.

This is the most available of the 
several 1799 Small Stars varieties, and it is a pairing that famed 
early gold specialist Harry W. Bass, Jr. owned five examples of. The 
date was entered haphazardly, with the spacing 1 799, the 1 tilted 
right, the 7 tilted further right and high, the first 9 aligned, the last 
9 high. Perhaps the ale was flowing freely that day. On the reverse, 
star 12 is well separated from the eagle’s beak, and a single point 
touches the scroll. 

Ample remaining luster makes this Choice XF coin uncommonly 
lively. Pale yellow-gold surfaces are semireflective with scattered 
old pinscratches in the fields, including a curving line down from 
Liberty’s jaw. The reverse has a cleaner appearance and shares 
excellent detail with the obverse.

The present coin is a 
representative of the more available BD-2 variety, characterized by 
the position of star 8 near the cap and star 13 near the bust. John 
Dannreuther believes the BD-2 variety accounts for 30,000-40,000 
examples of the original mintage, with a surviving population 
of 600-800 pieces in all grades. The present coin is an attractive 
specimen, with lustrous greenish-gold surfaces and sharp striking 
details. The high-end status of this example is confirmed by the 
plus designation.

Variety Discovered by Harry W. Bass, Jr. 



5431 1803 Large Reverse Stars, Extra Star—Improperly Cleaned— 
NGC Details. AU. Breen-6845, Taraszka-30, BD-5, High R.4. 

The 1803 Extra Star ten dollar, BD-5, discovered by Harry W. Bass, 
Jr., is an object lesson in why it pays to look at one’s coins carefully. 
The single obverse is shared by all six 1803 eagles, BD-1 through 
BD-6. The reverse of this pairing, in addition to the extra star on 
the last or rightmost cloud, can be attributed by the leaf pointing 
to the left edge of the I in AMERICA. In addition, the other Large 
Reverse Stars marriage, BD-6, shows the inner right foot of each 
A missing from a broken punch, while the A’s are complete on the 
Extra Star reverse save for the last A, which shows a partial foot. 

Unfortunately the extra star is unseen on this piece. The orange- 
gold surfaces are bright from cleaning. The strike is somewhat 
irregular, which may account for the extra star not showing. Die 
adjustment marks run northeast to southwest in the center obverse. 
A couple of other diagonal adjustment marks on the lower hair 
curls and adjacent field run northwest to southeast. The surfaces 
otherwise display only light abrasions, and a wealth of pleasing 
detail remains.

1838 Liberty Head Eagle, AU50 
Low-Mintage, First-Year Type Coin 



5432 1838 AU50 NGC. After a 34^year hiatus, the Mint resumed 
coinage of the ten dollar denomination in 1838, utilizing Christian 
Gobrecht’s Liberty Head design for the first time. The design was 
modified slightly in 1839, creating a two-year sub-type, highly 
prized by type collectors. Only 7,200 eagles were produced in 1838, 
making the date a rarity in any grade today. Most examples seen are 
heavily circulated. Coins in AU condition are rare, and Mint State 
examples are extremely rare. 

The rarity of the 1838 was appreciated at an early date. An 
example in lot 2743 of the Sixth Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot 
Woodward, 3/1865) was described as, “1838 Uncirculated; rarer 
than the last.” The “last” coin Woodward was comparing the 
1838 to was the vaunted 1804 eagle, which he characterized as 
“extremely rare.” 

The present coin is an attractive example, with light greenish- 
gold surfaces and some original mint luster. The devices are sharply 
detailed, with only slight traces of wear evident on Liberty’s hair. 
A collection of individually insignificant abrasions on both sides 
is consistent with the grade. Census: 10 in 50, 18 finer (7/10). 
(#8575) 

5433 1841 AU53 NGC. Still-lustrous wheat-gold surfaces show 
orange overtones.

This pale gold example has ample luster 
across the eagle, borders, and hair. The scattered abrasions are 
characteristic of the No Motto type. The S.S. Republic sank in 
1865, and carried a large and diverse selection of Federal gold.

5435 1844-0 AU50 NGC. Lightly rubbed across the high points with 
numerous fine abrasions on still-lustrous mustard-gold surfaces. The

5436 1847 AU53 PCGS. Rounded Bun subtype. Bold sun-yellow 
color with considerable luster remaining on moderately abraded 
surfaces. Well struck with light wear focused on the high points. 
(#8597) 

5437 1848 AU55 PCGS. Considerable yellow-gold luster remains in 
moderately abraded fields. Well struck devices are lightly worn. 
Great preservation for this issue, one of the last for which ten 
dollars was the largest denomination.(#8599) 

5438 1850 Large Date AU55 PCGS. CAC. A canary-gold No Motto 
example that is devoid of distracting marks. Luster emerges from 
design elements, especially on the reverse. The strike is bold save 
for the stars, which were deeply hubbed and have lightly impressed 
centers. (#8603) 

Near-Mint 1851-0 Liberty Head Eagle 
Attractive Surfaces 


5439 1851-0 AU58 NGC. The surfaces of this attractive near-Mint 
1851-0 eagle are remarkably free of abrasions, unusual for the type 
which normally displays copious bagmarks. There is just a touch 
of wear on the sharply detailed devices and traces of original mint

5440 1852 AU55 PCGS. Delicate violet-blue tints visit the still-lustrous 
fields of this otherwise yellow-orange Liberty ten.

5442 1856 MS61 NGC. The 1856 eagle was produced to the extent of 
a mere 60,490 business strikes, and Mint State examples are quite 
rare, even though they exist up to the MS64 level.

5443 1857-0 AU53 NGC. From a tiny mintage of 5,500 pieces, 
the 1857-0 eagle is a scarce date in any grade, and virtually 
unobtainable in Mint State. Doug Winter estimates a surviving 
population of 70-80 pieces in all grades, with most examples seen 
in VF or XF grades. The present coin is a sharply detailed piece, 
with only light wear showing on the highest points of the design. 
The surfaces are an attractive greenish-gold color, with original 
mint luster in sheltered areas and a minimum number of abrasions 
for the grade.

Mellow XF40 1858 Eagle

5444 1858 XF40 PCGS. Produced to the extent of a mere 2,521 business 
strikes, the 1858 eagle is a rare coin in any grade, although this 
piece is about typical of the few certified survivors. The surfaces 
are mellow amber-gold, with relatively unabraded surfaces and a 
good strike. Wear is consistent with the XF40 level but there are 
no problems.

5447 1868-S AU58 NGC. The post-Civil War mintage for this 
early S-mint eagle was only 13,500 pieces, most of which clearly 
circulated—possibly all of which, as neither service has graded a 
Mint State example and the Smithsonian’s specimen is a VF30. 
This elusive orange-gold near-Mint coin shows a somewhat soft 
strike on the lower obverse and upper reverse. There is minor high- 
point rub and a few small ticks, both consistent with a short stay in 
circulation.

The 1875-CC eagle boasts a low mintage 
of 7,715 pieces and is regarded as one of the rarest issues in the 
Carson City series.

A slightly larger population is suggested by the population data, 
where NGC and PCGS have combined to certify 10 examples 
in AU50, with 28 finer (7/10), but these numbers are probably 
inflated by resubmissions. 

The present coin is a pleasing AU example, with only slight 
wear showing on the handsome surfaces. The 1875-CC is known 
as a strike rarity, but this specimen shows much original detail 
remaining in Liberty’s curls and the eagle’s feathers. The surfaces 
are light yellow-gold, with green patina around the devices. The 
scattering of minor handling marks on both sides is consistent with 
the grade, as is a reverse rim bruise at 3 o’clock. (#8673) 


5450 1876-CC AU50 NGC. From a tiny mintage of 4,696 pieces, the 
1876-CC Liberty Head eagle is scarce-to-rare in all grades and ranks 
as one of the rarest issues in the series in high grade. Only slight 
wear shows on the high points of this pleasing AU example, but the 
typical soft strike is seen on Liberty’s hair and the mintmark. The 
surfaces display attractive orange-gold patina on both sides, with 
much original mint luster remaining. The 1876-CC is well known 
for its surface problems. Most examples display deep, distracting 
gouges in prominent areas. The present coin is much better than 
average in this respect. The normal scattering of minor abrasions 
can be detected on both sides, but they tend to be unobtrusive and 
do not mar the major design elements.

5462 1886 MS62 Prooflike NGC. CAC. From a moderate mintage of 
236,100 pieces, the 1886 Liberty Head eagle is slightly scarce in 
most grades, but examples in MS62 condition, with the Prooflike 
designation, are extremely rare. Currently NGC has certified only 
four coins in MS62 Prooflike, with none finer in the designation

While the 1891-CC has a reputation as the most available 
of the Carson City eagles in both circulated and lower Mint 
State levels, thanks to a total population that nearly matches 
all other CC-mint ten dollar dates combined, it is a condition 
rarity even at the Choice level, much less Gem. The survival of 
an MS65 example is the purest chance. 

Not only is this 1891-CC eagle an important condition 
rarity for its issue, it is also one of only three Gem or better 
pieces in the combined certified population for all Carson 
City eagle issues. All three coins were certified by NGC. 
First chronologically is an MS65 1874-CC eagle, which was 
previously graded MS64 by NGC and called by Doug Winter 
in 2001 “The finest Carson City eagle of any date that I have 
ever seen.” Next is an 1882-CC eagle certified as MS66 ★ 
Prooflike, about which few details are known but must be a truly 
impressive piece. The present 1891-CC eagle deserves esteem 
simply for being in the company of those two remarkable coins. 

As for the coin itself, it is flat-out gorgeous. The obverse 
is frosty, offering subtle orange hints in yellow-gold fields that 
have bold cartwheels beneath a thin layer of storage patina. 
A few small dots of coppery alloy are visible along the rims. A 
handful of minor marks are all well away from the focal areas. 
The reverse is just as beautiful, perhaps a touch more orange- 
gold, with equally sharp devices and the prized Carson City 
mintmark. In short, this is an incredible Gem, the 1891-CC 
eagle that all others wish they could be.

Current population data 
also indicates a minuscule number of Mint State coins, with NGC 
registering seven pieces in MS61, with two finer, while PCGS has 
certified only three coins in MS61, with two finer (7/10).

Any 
coin graded MS61 could be a contender for Condition Census, 
since only four coins are known in higher numeric grades, with 
MS62 the finest. 

The present coin is a pleasing Mint State specimen, with bright, 
slightly reflective, greenish-gold surfaces.

This example displays crisp detail on the curls and star 
centers, and the eagle on the reverse is particularly sharp. All

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5495 1907 Wire Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. Only 
500 examples of this rare prototype Indian eagle variety were struck.

The 
Wire Rim is not to be confused with the even rarer Rounded Rim 
variety, which also has periods in all reverse legends. This Wire 
Rim example is hairlined and a bit bright from cleaning, and the 
surfaces display minute ticks, especially on the left reverse field. 


5496 1907 No Periods MS62 PCGS. A sun-gold Indian ten whose 
vibrant luster and smooth surfaces display eye appeal that surpasses 
the numerical grade. A good strike with only minor blending on 
the highpoints.

A charming canary-gold first year 
Indian eagle whose lustrous and relatively clean surfaces provide eye

The latter coin is also variously called 
Rolled Edge or Rounded Rim, Periods. The 1907 No Periods was 
a redesign by Henry Hering, Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ assistant, 
possibly with added help from Charles Barber, Mint engraver. The 
1907 No Periods is scarce at the Gem level and finer, although a 
few Superb Gems are known. The present Premium Gem offers 
super eye appeal, with frosty, mattelike orange-gold surfaces and 
thick mint luster. The only marks worthy of mention are a couple 
of tiny, well-hidden scrapes on the lower eagle’s body. NGC has 
certified 31 examples finer (8/10). (#8852)

Last New Orleans Eagle 


5494 1906-0 MS63 PCGS. The 1906-0 Liberty Head eagle boasts 
a low mintage of 86,895 pieces, and the issue is significant as 
the last ten dollar coinage of the New Orleans Mint. The date is 
scarce-to-rare in Mint State grades, and MS63 examples are seldom 
encountered. The present coin features sharply detailed design 
elements and pleasing greenish-gold surfaces.

The present coin is a pleasing near-Mint example, with 
appealing orange-gold surfaces and much original mint luster. 
The fields are reflective in sheltered Areas around the devices. 
This example is well struck and only slight wear shows on the 
high points of the design. Overall, this piece makes an extremely 
attractive 19th century type coin. Census: 79 in 58, 14 finer (7/10).

5552 1853 XF40 NGC. FS-301. This is a later die state of the rare 
1853/2 double eagle. There is simply no doubt of its overdate status. 
The only question we have is why doesn’t the insert identify it as 
such? Two diagnostics are present on all overdates. The first, of 
course, is the downstroke of the 2 within the lower loop of the 3. 
It is clearly present on this piece but lighter than seen on early die 
state coins. The second diagnostic is the rust spot on the coronet 
below the R in LIBERTY. This is clearly evident. Breen claims to 
have discovered this overdate in 1959 and it was publicized by Ted 
Clark. 

The strike is weak and especially so around the peripheries. The 
surfaces are bright orange-gold. A number of marks are scattered 
over each side, as one would expect from a coin that has seen 20 
points of circulation. The only ones worthy of individual mention 
are a pair by star 13 and a long, diagonal mark in the reverse field 
below RIC. (#8908) 


5553 1855-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Unc. A mildly 
granular example with subdued luster and no distracting marks. A 
shortage of parting acids reduced 1855 San Francisco gold coinage 
and encouraged private assayers such as Kellogg & Co. and Wass, 
Molitor to take up the slack.(#8916) 
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1856-0 Double Eagle, XF45+ 

Coin World Cover Coin, Ex: Bullock 
Perhaps 20 or Fewer Commercially Available 
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5554 1856-0 XF45+ NGC. Ex: Bullock. This recently discovered coin made front-page news in the July 26, 2010 Coin World, with a headline 
proclaiming “1856-0 gold double eagle surfaces in Ohio.” The double-decker headline added, “Rarest New Orleans Mint gold coin in 
family holdings.” Numismatic researcher John W. McCloskey relates in detail how this rare coin—one of about 20 to 30 1856-0 twenties 
known—was turned over to him for evaluation as part of a “small accumulation of gold coins held by a family in Ohio for nearly 100 years.” 
The coin has now been authenticated, encapsulated, and certified XF45+ by NGC. 

Gold coin specialist Doug Winter calls the 1856-0 double eagle issue “the rarest New Orleans double eagle and the rarest gold coin 
struck at the New Orleans mint.” 

The Discovery 

McCloskey’s Coin World article describes how an Ohio resident asked him to evaluate the family holdings: 

“He indicated that ownership of the coins could be traced back to James Bullock, a gentleman who owned a farm near the city of 
Livermore, KY., during the early years of the 20th century. 

“When Bullock died on June 26, 1923, his estate included a collection of gold coins that were passed down to his heirs as treasured 
family heirlooms. These coins have passed through three generations of family descendents over the years since his death and are 
now spread out among several family members.” 

The Realization 

The Coin World story relates the owner’s gradual realization of how fabulous and rare the 1856-0 twenty is: 

“After my evaluation session with the new owner I went home and checked the June 2010 issue of Coin World’s Coin Values and 
realized that I had just stumbled upon a great rarity that was completely unknown to the numismatic community. I then called the 
owner and told him that the 1856-0 double eagle was listed at $220,000 in an Extremely Fine grade and that the piece might bring 
considerably more than that at auction considering its beautiful original surfaces and minimal field marks. I don’t think that the 

family really believed my estimate of the coin’s value but it began to sink in after I showed them the price listing in my copy of Coin 

Values. ” 

The Authentication 

McCloskey goes into great depth over how, after they realized that “we had a treasure on our hands,” he studied the present piece under a 
microscope and identified various surface diagnostics that helped in its authentication as a genuine 1856-0 double eagle. His descriptions 
of those obverse and reverse criteria, as quoted from Coin World, follow: 

Obverse 

“The date on this obverse die is low in the field between the bust above and the dentils below. 

The left edge of the digit 1 is closer to the dentils below than the top of the digit is to the bust 
above. The date has an upright 5 with a short upper serif that does not extend to the right edge 
of the digit. The date has a small knob 6 with a wide opening between the knob and the lower 
loop of the digit below. These are all date characteristics that are consistent with the only known 
obverse die used to strike double eagles in 1856. 

“In 2007 Seated Liberty half dollar expert Bill Bugert reported that all 25 known obverse dies used 
to strike half dollars at the Philadelphia, New Orleans and San Francisco Mints in 1856 have a 
small triangular notch along the bottom edge of the base of the 1 in the date. This defect is iden¬ 
tical on all of these dies and appears near the right edge of this digit. 

“This feature is the result of a defect in the four-digit logotype that was used to prepare the dates 
on half dollar dies of this year. My own personal research has shown that the same four-digit 
punch was also used to prepare the dates on eagle and double eagles dies for this year.” 

Reverse 

“The reported mintage for the 1856-0 Coronet double eagle was a minuscule 2,250 pieces and there is 
only one known reverse die for this issue. The New Orleans Mint mark is centered below the eagle’s tail 
feathers and is also centered over the N in TWENTY in the denomination. The O Mint mark is closer 
to the tail feathers than it is to the letter N below. 

“A die crack runs from the rim up through the space between two dentils, up through the right side of 
the opening in the D in the denomination and finally up through the field to the ribbon below the M in 

UNUM. 

“The left half of the crossbar on the A in STATES is broken due to a defect in the reverse die. 

“These are all surface features that are known to appear on the only reverse die used to strike double 
eagles at the New Orleans Branch Mint in 1856.” 
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Importance of This Discovery 

The importance of this discovery coin cannot be overstated, as a high-grade specimen that has reposed in family holdings, completely unknown 
to the numismatic community, for the better part of the past century. Almost all certified survivors grade in the range from XF40 to AU58. Two 
examples are permanently impounded at the Smithsonian Institution. The total certified at NGC and PCGS combined is only 23 coins—10 at 
NGC and 12 at PCGS that range from Very Fine to AU58, plus one Specimen-63 coin. The certified total almost certainly includes duplications. 
We would be unsurprised to learn that as few as 16 separate coins exist today that are theoretically available in the marketplace. 

A single example of the 1856-0 is now certified as Specimen-63 by PCGS, a coin that was passed down directly from New Orleans Mint 
Superintendent Charles Bienvenu to his heirs. We have handled that coin three times at Heritage, in 2002, 2004, and 2009, where it realized, 
successively, $310,500; $542,800; and, most recently, $1,437,500. (Its first appearance was MS63 Specimen NGC, the second, Specimen-63 
NGC.) That example is the only Uncirculated piece that Doug Winter lists in his 2006 edition of Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint. 

The Present Specimen 

While the present example is not quite in the same league as the stellar 1856-0 above, it is a momentous discovery that has again generated 
broad awareness of the desirability and eminent rarity of this legendary early O-mint issue. The last two appearances of XF45 1856-0 
twenties in our auctions—both XF45 PCGS with CAC sticker, dating from 2009—each generated returns in excess of a quarter-million 
dollars (Heritage, 1/2009, lot 4131, $276,000; 7/2009, lot 1315, $253,000). 

The present piece, certified XF45+ by NGC, is destined to also generate remarkably strong results. The Plus grades at NGC and PCGS 
are still new to the market, but we are seeing strong results for Plus-graded coins from both services, and in fact we are seeing remarkably 
strong prices for rare coins across the board. 

Most examples of the 1856-0 are heavily abraded, but this piece is a remarkable, pleasing exception. A few tiny field marks are 
individually insignificant. The only marks useful for pedigree identification are located below the inner point of star 6, another above 
star 13, and a tiny mark just to the upper left of the top of the mintmark, in the field. The surfaces have a somewhat subdued orange-gold 
coloration. Slight traces of luster remain around the peripheral lettering and between the glory of rays. The coin is sharply struck overall, 
with no singular areas of weakness. Slight high-point rub is characteristic and as expected for the Choice XF grade. It is interesting to note 
that the same “Broken A” reverse die diagnostic that McCloskey describes above is better-known to many collectors from the 1856-S and 
1857-S double eagles, many of them recovered from the S.S. Central America shipwreck. 

Q. David Bowers writes in his Guide Book that “the acquisition of an 1856-0 has been the dream of every advanced specialist in the 
double eagle series.” Bowers estimates “fewer than 25 known, and perhaps fewer than 20.” Garrett and Guth, in their gold Encyclopedia, 
repeat the estimate of “fewer than 25 coins,” which includes the Specimen-63 and the two Smithsonian coins. 

From the front page of Coin World to the cornerstone of even the most distinguished collection: The opportunity awaits. (#8918) 
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5555 1856-S PCGS Genuine. The surfaces suggest that Environmental 
Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has 
the details of an AU specimen that has light scratches. Frosty 
light yellow luster appears at the right side of the obverse and 
reverse, with the balance of the surfaces showing a subdued, matte 
texture.

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate only 150-200 examples 
survive today. The present coin is sharply detailed, with reflective, 
prooflike surfaces and attractive greenish-gold color. Only the 
slightest hint of wear can be detected, but the reflective fields 
tend to highlight the scattering of minor abrasions on both sides.

5646 1892-CC Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .98 
suggests Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that 
PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin 
has the details of an AU specimen that has been scratched on 
both sides. Ample yellow luster remains on each side with slightly 
reflective fields.

Bright and Semiprooflike 



5647 1892-CC MS62 PCGS. By the time that this double eagle issue 
was produced, it was clear that the raison d’etre for the Carson 
City Mint—the abundance of gold and silver from the nearby 
Comstock Lode—was playing out. From 1870 through 1893, the 
Nevada mint’s final year, it nonetheless managed to produce a total 
of 864,000+ double eagles, about one-sixth of Philadelphia’s output 
of slightly more than 5 million pieces during the same period, 
according to Rusty Goe in The Mint on Carson Street. 

The fields on this MS62 example are bright and semiprooflike, 
with rich reddish-gold color prevailing. The strike is sharp overall. 
Light abrasions appear in the fields consistent with the grade, but 
there are no singular marks. (#9020) 
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Stunning 1892-CC Double Eagle 
MS 61 Proof like 



5648 1892-CC MS61 Prooflike NGC. Given the small production of 
27,265 double eagles in this next-to-last year of manufacture at the 
Carson City Mint, it is unsurprising that an occasional Prooflike 
specimen appears amid the few Mint State examples known of 
this issue. The present coin is one of four so certified at NGC, and 
there is one Prooflike finer at NGC, an MS62. This piece displays 
stunning, deep mirrors on each side, with moderately contrasting 
devices. As expected from an MS61, numerous small abrasions 
are scattered over each side. The strike is bold in the centers 
but somewhat weak at the margins, especially the obverse stars.

5649 1893-CC AU55 PCGS. Despite the small mintage for this double 
eagle, numerous small hoard discoveries have made this issue, the 
last gasp of the Carson City Mint, available for a price in Mint 
State. This Choice AU piece displays semiprooflike yellow-gold 
surfaces with generous appeal, and there are no singular abrasions.

5650 1894 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Boldly impressed with intense and 
swirling luster. While a handful of abrasions and luster scrapes 
render the grade accurate, this coin’s yellow-gold surfaces offer 
enticing eye appeal. (#9025) 

5651 1895 MS63 PCGS. Gorgeous luster swirls on each side, canary- 
yellow with glimpses of sun-gold and green. A well-defined 
Philadelphia piece that has shallow, scattered abrasions and luster

5652 1895 MS64+ NGC. CAC. Bold and satiny luster with a mixture 
of warm peach and paler yellow hues. This well-defined near- 
Gem shows just a few short but grade-defining abrasions on the 
portrait.

5653 1895-S MS64 PCGS Secure. With a mintage of more than 1 
million coins, the 1895-S Liberty Head double eagle is readily 
available in lower circulated grades but the issue becomes scarce in 
MS64. Above the Choice level, the 1895-S is very rare, as PCGS 
has certified only six coins in higher numeric grades (7/10). The 
present coin is an attractive Choice example, with pleasing rose- 
gold surfaces and ample mint luster. All design elements are sharply 
detailed and a few minor scratches on Liberty’s cheek and chin are 
the only distractions of note. (#9028) 


5654 1896-S MS63 PCGS. Boldly impressed with butter-yellow exterior 
color and paler straw-gold cores. The whole is flashy and appealing 
despite the scattered minor abrasions that account for the grade.

5655 1896-S MS64 PCGS. This is an exuberant orange-gold near-Gem 
of this high-mintage issue, produced in an amount exceeding 1.4 
million coins.

(8/10). The present coin is sharply struck and free of distractions, as 
expected. A tiny alloy spot at star 11 fails to diminish the appeal.

5658 1897-S MS64+ NGC. CAC. The 1897-S Liberty Head double 
eagle was produced in large numbers, but the issue circulated 
widely, so high grade coins are seldom encountered today. Choice 
specimens can be located without too much difficulty, but only 
26 coins have been certified in grades above MS64 by NGC and 
PCGS combined (8/10). The present coin has lovely yellow-gold 
surfaces, accented by rose color and strong mint luster. The strike 
is extraordinary, with pinpoint detail on all devices. A scattering 
of minor abrasions , including a long scrape below the date, is 
consistent with the grade. The high-end status of this piece is

Strongly struck through the centers 
with only minor peripheral softness. A bright yellow-gold piece, 
high-end for a near-Gem, with copper alloy at spots on Liberty’s 
portrait and just above her head.

This 
is an impaired proof that someone tried to improve by cleaning, 
which has left the fields hairlined, and this piece has a few contact 
marks and light wear, apparently from brief circulation. Wear shows 
on the tops of LIBERTY and the coronet, and on the peripheral 
stars on the obverse. A tiny rim bump appears below star 13 on the 
obverse. High-point wear also appears on the reverse, the wing tops 
and scroll ornaments. 


1905 Liberty Head Double Eagle, PR64 
Rare Date, Only Three Coins Certified Finer 



5689 1905 PR64 NGC. From a minuscule mintage of just 92 pieces, 
the 1905 proof Liberty Head double eagle is a rare coin in all 
grades. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate a surviving population 
of 30-40 examples, including some impaired specimens. Examples 
in Choice Proof condition are very rare, and anything finer is 
virtually unobtainable. Current population data reveals NGC has 
certified seven proof coins at the Choice level, with two finer, 
while PCGS has also graded seven specimens at this level, with one 
finer (8/10). 

The present coin is a magnificent specimen, with deeply 
mirrored, greenish-gold fields and full striking details throughout. 
The few minor hairlines and handling marks detected on the 
attractive surfaces do little to diminish the fantastic eye appeal. 
Altogether, this piece is one of the most impressive examples of this

Only 92 Minted, Low Survival Rate 



5690 1905 PR64 NGC. Only 92 proof Liberty Head double eagles were 
minted in 1905, and the survival rate was low for a proof issue. 
Probably no more than 30-40 pieces survive today in all grades, and 
Choice examples are very rare. Currently, NGC has certified only 
seven coins in PR64, with two finer, while PCGS has also graded 
seven specimens in PR64, with a single example finer (8/10). 

The present coin is a delightful Choice specimen, with deeply 
mirrored fields of unfathomable depth. The surfaces are a vivid 
greenish-gold color and the devices are sharply rendered, but in the 
low-contrast finish used by the Mint during this period.. Some light 
hairlines can be detected in the fields, but no other distractions are 
evident. (#9121) 


Unusual MCMVII High Relief Twenty, Fine 15 



5691 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim Fine 15 NGC. Now here’s 
something you don’t see every day: A nice collector-grade High 
Relief Saint-Gaudens twenty, clearly carried as a pocket piece 
for a good long while and consequently worn down to Fine 15. It 
seems inconceivable that this piece could have stayed in regular 
circulation long enough to achieve this grade, as the high-relief 
design is distinctive enough that even noncollectors would likely 
have snatched it up—although one supposes that to be a possibility, 
as well. Even at this grade level, the majesty and dignity of the 
conception shine though, and much appeal remains. Nonetheless, 
there is little detail left in the center on Liberty’s body, and the 
stars are beginning to merge with the rim on the obverse. The 
reverse also shows some blending at a few letter tops. (#9135)

5692 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NCS. Unc 
Details. The numismatic market today probably makes too much 
distinction between the Wire Rim and Flat Rim variants of the 
High Relief, although the coins themselves are far less clear-cut; 
most examples of both kinds show characteristics of the other. And 
both kinds are among the most popular U.S. type coins of all time, 
showing the genius of their designer to full advantage. 

This Wire Rim example shows no trace of wear, although the 
patinated yellow-orange surfaces have the brightness of a cleaned 
coin. Nonetheless, the sculptural qualities of the design win out, 
and this is a minimally abraded survivor that retains considerable 
appeal for collectors. 


Heralded MCMVII Saint-Gaudens Twenty 
Wire Rim, Uncirculated Details 



5693 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NGC 
Details. Unc. The famous High Relief double eagle has long 
fascinated collectors, since its appearance is more like a medal 
than a coin, and its mintage is only a fraction of both regular issue 
Philadelphia eagles from that year. Many examples were acquired 
by wealthy but casual collectors who thought that it would be a 
good idea to lightly wipe their trophy piece. The present satiny 
example is slightly glossy, but bagmarks are nearly absent, and the 
strike is bold with only minor blending on the highpoints. 
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5694 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS60 PCGS. The artistic and 
sculptural merits of Saint-Gaudens’ High Relief twenties was 
apparent even in 1907. The coins, when they could be found, 
brought a premium from those willing to part with them. This 
piece appears to have been carried as a pocket piece for a short time 
rather than having actually been spent in circulation. There are few 
contact marks that one would expect from an MS60. The striking 
details are a bit soft over the high points and both obverse and 
reverse display rich reddish tinged patina over the coin’s expected 
yellow-gold color. (#9135) 


5695 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS60 NGC. The MCMVII High 
Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle boasts a limited mintage 
of 11,250 pieces, with two major varieties known for the date. 
The present coin is a representative of the Wire Rim variety, 
characterized by the thin raised rim, or fin, of metal around the 
coin’s edge. The rim was the result of metal flow between the collar 
and the die during the striking process. This feature was considered 
a flaw by mint personnel, and the rim was eliminated on deliveries 
made late in the year. Later collectors came to appreciate the Wire 
Rim coins for their distinctive character, even though the Flat Rim 
variety is scarcer. 

The High Relief double eagle is widely acknowledged as the 
most beautiful regular-issue U.S. coinage design of all time. The 
present coin is an attractive Mint State representative, with bright, 
satiny mint luster, and pleasing yellow-gold surfaces. The central 
design elements are sharply rendered, but the sun on the reverse 
shows a little softness. Eye appeal is quite strong. (#9135)

5696 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS61 NGC. The coins of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens have always been desirable among numismatists, 
but recently the artist has experienced a surge in popularity among 
art historians. The Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York City, 
for example, recently conducted an exhibition of many of Saint- 
Gaudens’ works, including pieces from the American Numismatic 
Society collection. According to the museum, “this exhibition 
offers a reappraisal of Saint-Gaudens’s groundbreaking role in the 
history of late nineteenth-century American sculpture and the 
Aesthetic Movement.” Similarly, in a 2003 issue of the American 
Art Review, Henry J. Duffy speaks to the growing interest in the 
artist’s work, “Today Saint-Gaudens is once again recognized as 
a central figure in the art of the developing nation, bridging the 
gap between nineteenth and twentieth centuries and laying the 
groundwork for what was to come.” 

The popularity of the Saint-Gaudens double eagle design 
prompted the U.S. Mint to issue Ultra High Relief gold coins in 
2009 based on Saint-Gaudens’ original plaster models. While these 
pieces are impressive, they lack the charm of the full-size 1907 
High Relief twenties. There is no substitute for these originals, 
which have been admired by collectors since they were first issued. 

The present coin is a pleasing MS61 example of the Wire Rim 
type, with a sharp strike and attractive yellow-gold surfaces. Hints 
of red accent the lightly marked fields, adding to the outstanding 
eye appeal. (#9135) 


1907 Saint-Gaudens Twenty, AU Details 
High Relief, Flat Rim 



5697 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim—Repaired, Improperly Cleaned— 
NGC Details. AU. An overly bright example of the scarcer Flat 
Rim variety of the coveted High Relief design. The coin offered 
here displays sharp details and vivid yellow-gold surfaces. Even 
with the listed flaws, this coin is an attractive example of the Saint-

5698 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS61 NGC. CAC. Due to the limited 
mintage of 12,367 pieces, and the widely acknowledged beauty of 
the design, the 1907 High Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle is on 
the want list of virtually all serious numismatists. The design was 
produced in two major varieties, with the present coin representing 
the scarcer Flat Rim variety, characterized by the flattened border of 
the coin. David Akers believes the Flat Rim variety is approximately 
five times scarcer than its Wire Rim counterpart. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State specimen, with 
sharp details on the central devices, but a little softness showing 
on the sun on the reverse. Bright, satiny mint luster enhances the 
pleasing yellow-gold surfaces, and remarkably few abrasions are 
evident for the grade. (#9136)

5699 1907 Arabic Numerals MS64 NGC. In the Bass catalog, this coin 
was “A particularly nice example with ‘creamy’ and satiny lustre.

5774 1922-S MS63 PCGS. Despite a mintage of over 2.6 million pieces, 
the 1922-S is an elusive issue, particularly in Select and better 
grades. This lustrous and appealing example combines butter- 
yellow and paler straw-gold shadings. Slight variation is seen in 
the gold composition over the high points of the lightly abraded

5775 1923 MS65 PCGS. A decisively struck and splendidly preserved 
Gem. Pumpkin-gold is prevalent, but cedes to lime-green along 
the upper obverse margin. Despite its common reputation, the 
1923 is far scarcer than the 1924 in better Mint State grades, and 
is essentially uncollectible above the MS65 level. A solitary alloy 
spot (as made) is hard to find within the lowest reaches of Liberty’s

5776 1924 MS65 PCGS. Prominent yellow-gold luster with the faint 
whitish patina often associated with long-term overseas storage. 
This well struck Gem also has a spot of copper alloy just to the right 
of Liberty’s head. Housed in a second-generation PCGS holder.

5777 1924 MS65 NGC. CAC. A moderately patinated Gem that has 
bold yellow luster and a solid strike. A shallow luster scrape is 
noted on the eagle’s wings.(#9177) 

5778 1924 MS65 NGC. An elegant Gem with bold and shining yellow- 
gold luster. Smooth overall with just a few shallow grade-defining 
marks at Liberty’s upper legs.(#9177) 


5779 1924 MS65 PCGS. A lustrous yellow-gold Gem that appears 
nearly pristine aside from a few faint grazes near the branch stem. 
Precisely struck and impressive. Encapsulated in a first generation

5780 1924 MS65 PCGS. Roosevelt’s famous gold recall failed to make 
a rarity out of the high mintage 1924, but crisply struck examples 
with booming luster and lightly abraded fields are always in demand. 
A few rose-red alloy spots are unobtrusively placed. Encased in an

5781 1924 MS65 NGC. A lovely Gem 1924 double eagle with 
suggestions of frostiness on the obverse but heavier cartwheel 
luster on the reverse. Orange-gold surfaces are minimally abraded.

5782 1924 MS66 PCGS. Bold yellow-gold luster with orange overtones 
that flare to life when the coin catches the right light. This 
carefully preserved Premium Gem is housed in a green label holder.

5783 1924 MS66 ★ NGC. Both sides offer prominent luster and great 
eye appeal. The obverse is slightly frosty, while the reverse has 
more straightforward cartwheel luster. An impressive coin that 
more than deserves its Star designation.(#9177) 

5784 1924 MS66+ NGC. CAC. A top-notch coin that comes 
temptingly close to Superb Gem status. The luster is that impressive, 
and the pale yellow-gold surfaces are carefully preserved, though 
not quite there. Orange accents appear through the letters of 
LIBERTY. (#9177)

5785 1924-D MS63 PCGS. An admirable choice for a type set, the 
1924-D Saint-Gaudens twenty is an available date in MS63, but 
the issue becomes quite scarce in higher grades. The present coin 
exhibits an exemplary strike, with fine detail present on the central 
devices. The peripheries show just a touch of softness, possibly due 
to die deterioration. The surfaces are deep orange-gold, with ample

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5786 1924-D MS64 PCGS. The 1924-D twenty dollar Saint-Gaudens 
issue is today in the middle rarity rankings amid the series, certainly 
not at all common but more available than in decades past. This is 
a familiar narrative for mintmarked issues from the 1920s, with the 
1927-D being the legendary exception to the rule. 

This near-Gem offers bright, satiny mint luster. The 
predominating deeper orange-gold color around the peripheries 
cedes to brighter yellow-gold in the centers of each side. The only 
abrasions of note are a few small marks on the rays on the lower 
reverse. This is another Saint-Gaudens issue that is seldom seen 
at the Gem level, where PCGS has certified only 11 pieces (8/10).

5787 1924-S MS64 PCGS Secure. CAC. The 1924-S double eagle 
at one time was believed to be the single rarest issue in the series. 
Iconic dealer B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas, wrote at one 
point that he believed only three examples existed. As an example 
of the former rarity of this issue, Mehl in June 1941 cataloged 
the collection of William Forrester Dunham (1857-1936). The 
collection contained an 1802 half dime, an 1804 silver dollar, and an 
1822 half eagle (three known)—but lacked a 1924-S double eagle. 

This lovely, upper-end coin displays frosted, yellow-gold surfaces 
with a hint of reddish patina. The strike is sharp, if not completely 
full, and the only marks of any note are in a small cluster at the 
bottom of the torch. Several curious, short die cracks occur between 
the rays on the lower reverse. This is an issue that is almost never 
seen at the Gem level, as evinced by the PCGS population of three

5788 1924-S MS64 PCGS. The 1924^S is one of several issues in the 
Saint-Gaudens series that is classified as “less rare than previously” 
due to overseas repatriations, but even today the issue is still very 
rare at the Gem level, and even near-Gems such as the present 
piece are at the upper end of the certified population. This gorgeous 
coin has incredible, original reddish-gold color interspersed with 
pronounced hints of lilac on each side. The strike is sharp, and the 
surfaces are only minimally abraded throughout. Notice that PCGS 
has certified only three examples finer, as evidence of the high 
grade rarity (8/10). (#9179) 

5789 1925 MS66 NGC. Effusive yellow-gold luster with orange 
overtones and light patina. This Premium Gem has a prominent 
copper spot in the feathers of the upper wing.(#9180) 

5790 1925 MS66+ NGC. An attractively lustrous wheat-gold piece 
with considerable butter-yellow overtones. Well-defined overall 
with only slight flatness at Liberty’s knee. NGC has graded just 11 
Superb Gem examples (8/10).(#9180)

Outstanding Eye Appeal 



5791 1925 MS66+ NGC. CAC. The 1925 Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
is not too difficult to locate, even in Premium Gem condition, 
but only 16 coins have been certified in higher numeric grades by 
NGC and PCGS combined (8/10). The present coin is a high-end 
MS66 piece, as attested by the plus designation. The attractive 
surfaces are reddish-gold, with green highlights. The vibrant mint 
luster complements the razor-sharp strike to produce abundant eye

5792 1925-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Unc. In spite of its 
large mintage of nearly 4 million pieces, the 1925-S Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle is an elusive date, especially in high grades. The 
present coin exhibits light greenish-gold surfaces, with somewhat 
muted mint luster (probably from cleaning), and a sharp strike. 
This specimen exudes warm appeal regardless of the noted defects.

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5795 1926 MS65 PCGS Secure. A luminous Gem representative of this 
popular later Philadelphia issue, lightly patinated with a delightful 
original skin. That originality is key to the eye appeal, though the

An impressively lustrous near-Gem that has 
pale wheat-gold surfaces. Strongly struck but with a grade-defining

Gaudens double eagle type issue. Frosty luster enhances pale yellow- 
gold surfaces. A boldly struck delight. (#9186) 

5798 1927 MS65 NGC. A pale yellow-gold Gem example of this type 
set classic, pleasingly lustrous with just a few small ticks on and 
near the devices. Solid all-around eye appeal. (#9186) 


5793 1925-S MS63 NGC. The updated Handbook of 20th Century 
United States Gold Coins rates the 1925-S double eagle as 13th-rarest 
overall among 53 Saint-Gaudens issues, and fifth in high-grade 
rarity. The authors write that “even MS-64s are elusive, and the 
combined population of Gems and Superb Gems is less than 10 
coins.” The present Select Mint State coin has usual color for the 
issue, with bright orange-gold surfaces. Small abrasions limit an 
even finer grade, but there are no singular marks. The 1925-S is 
also known to frequently have “hairline die cracks and noticeable 
signs of die buckling near the rims,” and this piece again is typical, 
with a series of interesting die cracks, one on the right side of the 
obverse and a heavy crack encircling the entire reverse periphery.

5794 1926 Tripled Die Obverse MS65 PCGS. FS-101. A strong 
pivot-point tripled die obverse variety, evident on the designer’s 
monogram and nearby rays, as well as the tip of the 9 in the date. 
The demand for interesting gold Cherrypickers’ varieties can only 
increase over time, since such pieces carry little if any premium 
today. This is a beautiful butter-gold Gem that boasts booming 
luster and an impressively unmarked appearance. (#9183) 


1927-S Twenty, MS62 

A Scarce and Highly Respected Semikey Issue 


5799 1927-S MS62 NGC. Falling between the easy availability of the 
1927-P and the million-dollar rarity of the 1927-D, the 1927-S 
follows a comparative middle path; it is clearly a melt rarity, far 
more elusive than a mintage of over 3.1 million pieces would 
suggest, yet it remains accessible to more than just a handful of 
collectors. This MS62 representative offers strong sun-yellow 
luster with light orange overtones in the patination. Slight striking 
softness and minor, scattered abrasions have surprisingly little 
impact on the eye appeal, though a few marks in the rays below the 
eagle are clearly visible.

5800 1927-S MS63 NGC. A piece here, two there, a couple in 
another place: Thus it was that the 1927-S was dethroned as 
the rarest Saint-Gaudens twenty in a slow process of discovery, 
mostly of examples from European holdings. At one time, until 
the late 1940s-early 1950s, the 1927-S, despite its recorded 
mintage exceeding 3.1 million pieces, was thought to be the 
rarest issue in the entire series. In its day, its reputed rarity 
handily outclassed the fabulous rarities of today. Pioneering 
research by early collector Dr. Charles Green demonstrated 
that, despite the high mintage figure, only slightly more than 
3,000 specimens had been released before the Gold Recall of 
1933. 

In 1988, David Akers wrote in his Handbook of 20th Century 
United States Gold Coins 1907-1933 the following: 

“Four decades ago, the 1927-S was considered to be the 
fourth rarest issue of the series after the 1924-S, 1926-D 
and 1926-S (in that order). It was thought to be more 
rare than the 1920-S or 1921 and even the 1927-D. Over 
the next 20 or so years, one or a few specimens at a time 
showed up in shipments of double eagles from Europe, 
but I do not recall ever hearing of any ‘hoards’ or even a 
single roll quantity of this issue being discovered.” 

The narrative in the updated (by Jeff Ambio) Handbook of 
2008 is little different, except that the intro was changed to 
“Five decades ago” and this concludes the thought: 

“By the end of the 20th century between 100 and 200 
pieces had arrived [from Europe], although at no time 
was there ever a hoard of this issue. Typically grading 
MS-60 to MS-64, the 1927-S is particularly rare as a 
Gem and all but unknown any finer than MS-66.” 

The 1927-S is today still a highly desirable issue, and a 
well-produced one at that. The scarcity of Gem or finer pieces 
additionally puts them out of the reach of many collectors. This 
example exhibits the bright yellow-gold mint luster typically 
seen on this scarce issue. The strike is generally solid for the 
date, though a touch of softness is visible at Liberty’s knee. 
Marks are wispy for the most part, with the exception of a few 
horizontal abrasions at the central obverse and a curving scrape 
on the eagle’s upper wing. The prevailing honey-gold color is 
an attractive plus, and the eye appeal is high-end for the MS63 
designation. Census: 13 in 63, 27 finer (7/10). (#9188)

Only the 
tiniest luster grazes and pinpoint marks are visible on either side.

5803 1929 MS64 PCGS. The 1929 Saint-Gaudens issue is the line 
in the sand, the point of no return between those (mostly) 
P-mint issues that are common in the series context—and those 
that are devilishly difficult. 

As so often in this series, the original mintages seem completely 
irrelevant. It is the subsequent meltages that are crucial. Look at 
the P-mint issues from 1922 through 1928 along with 1923-D, 
all of which are deemed “common” and widely collected as 
type coins: The mintages are all over the place, from around a 
half-million pieces for the 1923 to more than 8.8 million coins 
for the 1928. Yet there is little market differentiation between 
them: At the MS64 level, all seven issues are priced within a 
couple of hundred dollars of each other. 

Beginning with the 1929, however—a mintage about one- 
fifth that of the 1928 issue—the prices for the five issues from 
1929 through 1932 (including two mintmarked pieces) escalate 
wildly over the earlier pieces. 

David Akers writes of the 1929 double eagle: 

“I have seen only a few really exceptional quality 1929 
double eagles, coins that were definitely better than 
MS-65, but I know of at least two in prominent private 
collections that have strong claim to grading full MS-67. 
However, I have seen more super examples of the 1931 
and 1932 than I have of the 1929, so it may come as a 
surprise to some that one is probably more likely to be 
able to find an MS-65+ or better 1931 or 1932 than a 
similar quality 1929.” 

The present near-Gem specimen boasts deep, rich reddish- 
gold color with hints of lilac around the margins. Outstanding 
underlying mint luster furthers the appeal. There are minimal 
abrasions for the grade, making the piece appear upper-end. 
The 1929 double eagle is always a sharply struck issue, and 
this piece is no exception, with the only visible weakness on 
Liberty’s nose.

5805 (1842-52) A. Bechtler Dollar, 27G. 21C., Plain Edge XF45 
AN ACS. K-24, R.3. The production of Bechtler gold coins during 
the 1830s and 1840s was substantial, as the local miners trusted 
the Bechtler family far more than they did the U.S. government 
at the time. This lovely piece has pleasing surfaces with green-gold 
surfaces beneath violet and rose toning. It is an attractive piece 
with only a few inconsequential marks. Listed on page 365 of the

(RUTHE)RF on the obverse, as well as a few near and below 
CARO on the reverse. Elsewhere, scattered abrasions are in accord 
with the details grade.

In 1860 
and 1861, Clark, Gruber & Co. provided the Denver area with 
gold coins made from locally mined gold. The U.S. government 
acquired the building and equipment in 1862, for the purpose of 
opening a branch mint in that city. However, 44 years went by 
before a Mint in Denver actually began striking coins. 

While the obverse of this piece is noticeably tooled, the overall 
appearance is excellent. Both sides have rich green-gold surfaces 
that carry delicate peripheral rose and lilac toning.

It was also struck without a 
collar, and indeed the peripheral details are noticeably wider than 
a regular striking that would have had a collar to restrain the coin. 
The strike is sharp, but lacks complete fullness in all areas. The 
burnishing was actually well done and gives the piece a glossy 
reddish-brown appearance. Evidence of planchet flaking is seen on 
the right side of the reverse.

The hand-lettering process was cumbersome and resulted 
in numerous errors, such as partially inverted lettering and 
repunched letters and words. It is a tribute to Humbert 
and the other personnel involved in the U.S. Assay Office 
that in a remarkably short time they managed to progress 
from the first rudimentary hand-lettered pieces to high¬ 
speed production of reeded-edge coins (such as the present 
piece) on coin presses that rivaled those of the then-current 
Philadelphia Mint. 

Like most of these soft and heavy gold coins, this piece 
shows some small abrasions from a short stay in circulation, 
along with a couple of rim bumps—the octagonal shape 
made the eight corners particularly susceptible to contact. 
While minimally abraded for a “slug” there are two small 
planchet voids on the rock that the eagle is perched upon. 
Much luster is present over the rich-colored amber-gold 
surfaces, with a glint of greenish (likely alloyed silver) near 
the date and over the eagle.

Considerable confusion and debate have surrounded the 
octagonal Humbert fifties, and the main question for many 
numismatists is whether the items qualify as U.S. coins. There are 
almost as many definitions for “coin” as there are numismatists, 
though, so any sort of consensus would be hard to build. 

There are certain facts, however, which are essentially 
beyond dispute. Among them: Augustus Humbert, as United 
States Assayer of Gold, was working under the authority of the 
U.S. government in what turned out to be the predecessor of the 
U.S. Mint in San Francisco; his octagonal fifty dollar issues bear 
both a fineness, unusual for U.S. coins, and a more traditional 
denomination, along with the words UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA; and the Humbert fifties, though labeled as “ingots” 
in official correspondence, circulated as money soon after their 
release. 

This Humbert fifty is among those that circulated, albeit 
briefly; while the devices appear significantly worn, this has 
more to do with the strike than time spent in commerce. 
Considerable yellow-gold luster remains in the fields, which 
are moderately abraded. The Humbert fifty dollar type is 
vulnerable to corner bumps, as illustrated by the 11 o’clock 
and 2 o’clock corners on this piece, but the overall eye appeal 
is solid.

Fifty Dollar Coins Made in California

Wass, Molitor fifty dollar gold pieces came at the tail end, so to 
speak, of the Territorial Gold Rush issues. Both in their physical 
appearance and in their late arrival on the scene of the various 
and novel California gold experiments, they presage the passing 
of the era. 

The Hungarians Count Samuel C. Wass and Agoston 
Molitor established their assaying office in San Francisco, 
two years after the first private mintages of California gold by 
numerous entities. Several of those early 1849 private gold 
issues had faded from the scene by the early 1850s, rightly or 
wrongly discredited by the assay results published hy Jacob 
Eckfeldt and William Dubois in the 1850 New Varieties of Gold 
and Silver Coins. 

Wass and Molitor enjoyed numerous advantages over some 
competitors. They paid their depositors in gold coins within 48 
hours, rather than the usual eight days at the U.S. Assay Office. 
They had the highest-quality equipment, bought in London 
and the United States, and had extensive knowledge of mining, 
chemistry, mineralogy, assaying, smelting, and refining. 

During 1851 and 1852 when Wass, Molitor was formed, the 
Humbert-U.S. Assay Office firms were producing the octagonal 
fifty dollar gold pieces—cumbersome curiosities that were 
difficult to make, hard to hold, and despised in commerce, 
trading at a discount up to 5% when change was made. Wass, 
Molitor seized the opportunity to make much-needed small- 
denomination gold, producing five, ten, and twenty dollar 
denominations beginning in 1852. Playing catchup, the 
Assay Office issued its first smaller coins, tens and twenties, in 
1852 and 1853, when the hated octagonal fifties were finally 
discontinued. But the Wass, Molitor coins of all denominations 
were eagerly received, trading at a premium of 2%-3% over the 
Assay Office coins. 

The San Francisco Mint opened in 1854, but it had spotty 
production and a perennial lack of the parting acids required 
to separate pure gold from native ore. During 1854 and 1855 it 
closed periodically. Wass, Molitor once again filled the vacuum, 
producing tens, twenties, and fifties in 1855. 

The 1855 fifties, while lacking aesthetically, more than 
compensated in practicality. They were round, a huge 
improvement for the denomination. They were well-accepted, 
given the firm’s earlier successes with smaller denominations. 
Kellogg & Co. also apparently planned to issue fifty dollar gold 
coins in 1855, but today all known specimens are proofs, and it 
appears that the plans never progressed past the drawing board. 
Kagin writes that the Wass, Molitor pieces, “as the only round 
$50 gold pieces issued in California, they found acceptance 
elsewhere and circulated in other parts of the United States. 
Evidently, their round shape and the availability of lower 
denominations made them more acceptable than the earlier 
slugs of the U.S. Assay Office.” 

This Choice XF Wass, Molitor fifty shows light circulation 
wear and a few minor ticks and scrapes consistent with the grade. 
Some minor planchet crazing appears near the peripheries on 
each side. The strike is typical for the Wass, Molitor coins, 
which are normally weakly impressed. The medium orange- 
yellow surfaces show glints of deeper color scattered about. This 
piece offers generous eye appeal and much historic interest as 
one of the last and most important California gold issues.

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5832 (1855-57) “Very Large Size” Kellogg & Humbert Gold Assayer’s Ingot, 114.65 Ounces. CAGB-614. Serial number 809, mold K&H- 
04- This is a 114-65-ounce (just about 9.5 troy pounds) Kellogg & Humbert gold ingot, with an 1857 face or nameplate value stamped 
thereon of $2109.31. It is listed, like all of the ingots from five different assayers recovered from the S.S. Central America, in Appendix IV of 
Q. David Bowers’ massive tome, A California Gold Rush History, on pages 989-1032. Bowers classifies all of the several hundred gold ingots 
recovered by order of weight, in these categories: 

—Very small size. Up to 10 ounces. 

—Small to medium size. 15 to 25 ounces. 

—Medium size. 25.01 to 40 ounces. 

—Medium to large size. 40.01 to 55 ounces. 

—Large size. 55.01 to 100 ounces. 

—Very large size. 100.01 to 500 ounces. 

—Colossal size. Over 500.01 ounces. 

The present ingot thus falls into the “Very large size” category, the largest ranking save for the total of five ingots that 
fall into the “Colossal” category. The ingot’s top face reads, in a vertical orientation: No 808 / (Kellogg & Humbert imprint) / 
114-65 OZ / 890 FINE / $2109.31. There are no imprints on the sides, but the ingot number is repeated at the top of the back 
side in a different font. There is no trace of rust from the S.S. Central America’s iron hull, and the gold ingot is also free 
from patination, with bright orange-gold coloration. The surfaces are free of visible defects, other than slight porosity from the 
pouring and casting process. The normal assay chips are gone—small triangular cutouts on two opposing corners of the ingot. 

While this lovely ingot—a nice, handy, hrick-sized example—occupies a median volume within Bowers’ “Very large size” category, it is 
not an exaggeration to say the prices realized for the various assay ingots in recent years belong to the “Colossal” class. Strong prices for gold 
and precious metals in general have much to do with it—as the cataloger writes this on August 25, gold has settled at a fresh new seven- 
week high of more than $1,241/ounce. But part of it is also the allure of shipwreck treasure, as so eloquently embodied by the “Ship of Gold” 
exhibit. The exhibit recently docked again in Boston, the site of the recent ANA Convention, and was also on display at the Long Beach 
venue, as fresh crews of numismatists admired some of the precious cargo pulled hack from Davy Jones’ deep, watery locker. 

For readers unfamiliar with the legend—a true legend—the S.S. Central America sank in a hurricane in September 1857 while 
carrying California gold from Panama to New York City. The sunken ship and large portions of its golden treasure were recovered 
well over a century later from the depths of the Atlantic Ocean. Among her cargo were many thousands of double eagles and 
other gold coins; the freshly minted 1857-S double eagles alone numbered in the thousands. Also aboard were a wealth of gold 
assayer’s ingots—more than 400 in all—from Kellogg & Humbert, Justh & Hunter, Henry Hentsch, Harris, Marchand & Co., and 
Blake & Co., ingots that were almost unknown to the numismatic community. The golden hoard also comprised various privately 
minted California gold coins, ranging in denomination from ten to fifty dollars and dated from the early to mid-1850s. 

While the Kellogg & Humbert ingots aboard were the most numerous, it may he that their very popularity achieved as 
a result has fueled the fervor for these pieces. For comparison, we note that the closest Kellogg & Humbert ingot in size to the 
present piece that we have offered is a 109.55-ounce ingot, 895 fine, nameplate value $2026.81, that brought $195,500 in our 
FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2010), lot 2362. Another Kellogg & Humbert ingot, slightly larger than the present piece at 126.44 
ounces, 848 fine, nameplate value $2216.45, brought $253,000 in our ANA Signature two years ago (Heritage, 7/2008), lot 2172. 

As a particularly fine (in every sense) and attractive example of the most prevalent and important California assayers, this ingot should 
produce fervent bidding when it crosses the auction block.

At slightly over 23 ounces, this ingot offers a strong balance of 
visibility and portability. It is small enough to fit in the palm of one’s 
hand, yet hefty within it, and its uncommonly high purity—917 
fine is equivalent to commercial 22 karat gold and more pure 
than the U.S. coin standard of 900 fineness—gives the surfaces 
delightful yellow color.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins as a youth, and as a teenager began advertising coins for sale in national publications 
in 1963. Seven years later, at the age of 20, he opened for business in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, incorporated as an auction 
company. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief buyer, buying and selling hundreds of millions of dollars of coins 
during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and the name of the corporation was changed 
to Heritage Auctions. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the 
formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved 
in all the various categories Heritage Auctions deals in today. Steve engages in daily discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of 
the fine art and collectibles business, and his views on market trends and developments are respected throughout the industry. He 
previously served on both the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (past president), and The Industry Council for Tangible Assets (past 
Chairman). Steve's keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past board positions on the Texas 
Historical Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector ofTexas books, manuscripts, 
and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is 
currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House ofTexas. 



James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Born in Boston in 1952, Jim formed a part-time rare stamp and coin business at age 15 and soon discovered he had a nearly photographic 
memory for coins. In 1969 at age 16 Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but 
by his third semester there Jim was enjoying his coin business more than his studies, so he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue 
a full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim supervised the protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, 
which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1982, Jim's business merged 
with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. Their partnership has become Heritage Auctions, the third-largest auction house in 
the world. In 1984, Jim wrote a book later re-titled "How to Grade U.S. Coins", which outlined the grading standards upon which NGC 
and PCGS would later be based. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active collector of comic books, comic art and early 20th-century 
American art (view parts of his collection www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education 
foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fiction book, The Truth Machine, was published in 1996, became an international science fiction bestseller, 
was optioned as a feature film by Warner Brothers, and is now under development at Lions Gate. Jim's second novel, The First Immortal, was published in 
early 1998 and optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. All of Jim's royalties are donated to health and education charities. 



Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 10, 
he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and 
by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President. Today, as a partner 
and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private client group and working with top collectors in 
every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items and most important collections handled 
by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the world's largest numismatic purchase according to 
the Guinness Book of World Records). During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, collectibles and art. 
He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, 
jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Greg is a past Chapter Chairman for North Texas of 
the Young Presidents' Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored "The Collectors Estate Handbook," winner of the NLG's 
Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. He previously served on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, 
in his second appointed term.

The Auction is conducted 
under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements 
and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions 
appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Auctioneer, a Buyers Premium of fifteen percent (15%) will be added to 
the successful hammer price bid on lots in Coin, Currency, and Philatelic auctions or nineteen and 
one-half percent (19.5%) on lots in all other auctions. There is a minimum Buyers Premium of 
$14.00 per lot. In Gallery Auctions (sealed bid auctions of mostly bulk numismatic material), the 
Buyers Premium is 19.5%.

3. The following Auctions are conducted solely on the Internet: Heritage Weekly Internet Auctions 
(Coin, Currency, Comics, and Vintage Movie Poster); Heritage Monthly Internet Auctions (Sports, 
and Stamps). Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, 
telephone, fax, or mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; Heritage Live and real-time 
telephone bidding are available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any 
time prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude 
any person from the auction.

Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. 
Internet bids may not be withdrawn until your written request is received and acknowledged by 
Auctioneer (FAX: 214-4438425); such requests must state the reason, and may constitute grounds 
for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be delivered at the Auction 
unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid 
can be any whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be 
between increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose 
by less than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No 
“buy” or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS,

In the event of 
a tie bid, the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any 
Bidders at an Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision 
and declaration of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly 
offered, whether by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go 
unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the 
winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in 
its sole discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory 
credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid 
by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any 
person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, 
or very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s 
election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees

Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Credit 
Card (Visa or Master Card only) and PayPal payments may be accepted up to $10,000 from non¬ 
dealers at the sole discretion of the Auctioneer, subject to the following limitations: a) sales are 
only to the cardholder, b) purchases are shipped to the cardholder’s registered and verified address, 
c) Auctioneer may pre-approve the cardholder’s credit line, d) a credit card transaction may not

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot 
and any other damages pertaining to the lot. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or 
other states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, 
unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax 
in California on invoices under $1500 and in Texas on invoices under $1000. Check the Web site 
at: http://coins.ha.eom/c/ref/sales-tax.zx for more details.) Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer 
the actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an 
expired, inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of 
the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file 
at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or 
certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be 
made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any 
invoice not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three 
percent (3%) of any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney 
for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s 
time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of 
independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. 
A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 10% seller’s 
commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to 
pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and 
the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less 
the 10% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 
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30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of 
the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. In addition, 
with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he 
might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on 
the invoice.

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping and handling. Please refer to Auctioneers website www.HA.com/ 
common/shipping.php for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will 
be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise 
and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium 
and Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots 
designated for third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and 
prepay shipping costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of 
loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carrier s confirmation of delivery 
to the address of record in Auctioneer s file (carrier s confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery 
to Bidder; if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered 
delivered without Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper.

Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, 
or both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both 
export and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any 
such license or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment 
terms.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of 
the items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the 
items for those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and 
no description of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations 
can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. 
NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written 
warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested 
parties. Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not 
be held responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred 
therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, 
etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted 
remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 
Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the 
lot lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, In such cases the sole remedy shall be 
limited to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers 
maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the 
value of the lot. Alter one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any 
commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyers purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Dispute Resolution for Consumers and Non-Consumers: Any claim, dispute, or controversy 
in connection with, relating to and /or arising out of the Auction, participation in the Auction. 
Award of lots, damages of claims to lots, descriptions, condition reports, provenance, estimates, 
return and warranty rights, any interpretation of these Terms and Conditions, any alleged verbal 
modification of these Terms and Conditions and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation shall or any other matter: a) if presented 
by a consumer, be exclusively heard by, and the parties consent to, exclusive in personam 
jurisdiction in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas. THE PARTIES EXPRESSLY 
WAIVE ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. Any appeals shall be solely pursued in the appellate 
courts of the State of Texas; or b) for any claimant other than a consumer, the claim shall be 
presented in confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator, that the parties may agree 
upon, selected from the JAMS list of Texas arbitrators. The case is not to be administrated by JAMS; 
however, if the parties cannot agree on an arbitrator, then JAMS shall appoint the arbitrator and it 
shall be conducted under JAMS rules. The locale shall be Dallas Texas. The arbitrator s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. Any party on any claim involving the purchase 
or sale of numismatic or related items may elect arbitration through binding PNG arbitration. 
Any claim must be brought within one (1) year of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the claim is waived. This agreement and any claims shall be determined and construed under 
Texas law. The prevailing party (party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its claim 
or defense) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to 
the arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, 
construe the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such 
litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if 
necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, 
or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of 
Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that 
any claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided 
in these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of 
the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneers Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited.

In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by 
the Federal or State regulatory agencies, participation by the Bidder is affirmative consent to being 
contacted at the phone number shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until 
it is revoked in writing. Heritage may from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, 
and auction opportunities available through Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries.

These Terms and Conditions are designed to conform to 
the applicable sections of the New York City Department of Consumer Affairs Rules and Regulations 
as Amended.
